In administration circles now and then 
some one is found who thinks that the ambush 
planned for the provisional government suc- 
ceeded and that it was surprised into acqui- 
escing in the scheme of accepting amnesty 
from the Queen and sharing her corrupt gov- 
ernment. Itis doubtful it either the Presi- 
dent or the Secretary of State think this way, 
though when Secretary Gresham’s report was 
giver out a week ago they undoubtedly did 
believe Liliuokalani had been restored. The 
most they seem to look for now is news that 
the immediate crisis has been averted and 
that Minister Willis may be gradually under- 
mining the provisional government. 

Minister Thurston and his associates at the 
Hawaiian Legation are waiting for the news 
with an interest just as intense as the admin- 
istration. They do not believe ‘the provis- 
ional government could be surprised into 
yielding up its existence except at the point 
of the bayonet, and they do not think 
Minister Willis has gone to the length of 
restoring the Queen by force. Nevertheless 
they are naturally somewhat apprehensive of 
what may have followed the announcement 
of the Cleveland administration purpose. 

Perhaps Willis, after presenting his dup- 
licate credentials to the Queen and to Presi- 
dent Dole, caused Secretary Gresham’s re- 
port to be published in the Honolulu papers, 
and thus acquainted the people of the islands 
with the policy of the administration, the 
same as was done in the United States. All 
this, however, is based on conjecture, which 
will be ended in a few hours. 


HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS NOT DISCUSSED. 


Morgan’s Conference with Gresham Is 
About His Bering Sea Report. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 17.—Senator 
Morgan is putting into shane his report upon 
the proceedings of the Bering Sea tribunal. 
In connection with this matter naturally 
Senator Morgan has been in conference with 
Secretary Gresham, and yesterday was with 
him at the State Department from 4 o’clock 
till 5. It was this interview which gave rise 
to reports that the Secretary had requested 
the Senator to call and consult about the 
Hawaiian matter. As a matter of fact no 
question of the President’s policy or of the 
instructions given in tke Hawaii matter was 
broyght up. Negotiations are progressing 
between the two governments with a view to 
putting into effect the regulations governing

PRESI OT CLEVELAND ARRAIGNED, 


Ex-Secretary Thompson Comments on the 

Powers Conferred on Minister Willis, 

‘ Temr= Haute, Ind., Nov. 17.—Ex-Secre- 
tary of the Navy Thompson was seen today 
rega the news appearing in many news- 
papers today to the effect that Minister Willis 
had been placed in supreme command of the 
naval forces at Hawaii. Col. Thompson said: 

It is represented that the supreme command of 
the naval forces at Hawaii has been conferred 
upon Minister Willis and that the regular othcers 
of the navy have been commanded to obey such 
orders as he may issue, even to the extent of 
making war upon the provisional government of 
that island at the discretion of the Minister. If 
this rumor be true it presents a question of most 
serious character—one which is of the deepest 
interest to this country. By what authority the 
President issues such an order as this itis hard 
to understand. The President as such, it is 
true, is Commander-in-Chief of the army 
and navy, and during a state of war may = 

ut 
if the Sepate be in session his nomination must 
be confirmed before it can take effect. If the 
Senate is not in session and the nomination is not 
confirmed when it meets it expires by rejection 
or at the time of the adjournment. From this it 
will be seen this power is confined to a 
state of war. In time of peace the regnu- 
lar officers of the navy are in com- 
mand and cannot superseded, even 
by the orders of the President. If, therefore, it 
be true that the Minister at Hawaii has been 
authorized to command thé naval forces there he 
has most assuredly, violated the law and assumed 
authority in violation of the Constitution. 

By the law and the regulations gf the navy a 
commander of a war vessel is not obliged to 
obey the orders of a Minister or Consul in a for- 
eign country—although it may contemplate pro- 
tection of the rights of American citizens. He 
must exercise his own discretion, and there are 
instances in the service where such orders have 
been disobeyed, 

Personal Responsibility. 

In all such cases he is permitted to take the ro- 
sponsibility of his own conduct. Hence, he is 
absolutely independent of a Minister or Consul. 
And, this being the law of the United States, the 
President has no authority to take this discretion 
from him and none whatever to require him to 
obey either a Ministeror Consul. There is an ex- 
press order among the regulations of the navy 
which defines the duties of naval officers in these 
words: * They will not receive orders from either 
this class of civil officers.”’ If, consequently, the 
rumor here referred to is true, the President has 
obviously regarded himself as above both the 
Constitution and the law, and in so deing has as- 
sumed authority which the Queen of England 
would not dare to exercisé. 

As authority for his view the éx-Secretary 
of the Navy quoted United States Navy regula- 
tions, Sec, 18, regarding powers of Command- 
ers-in-Chief : 

He will preserve as far as possible the most 
cordial withthe Ministers and © 

‘stations; 
extend to them every official courtesy. He will 
duly consider such information as they may give 
him relating to the interests of the United States, 
but he will uot receive orders from them, and he 
will be responsible alone to the Secretary of the 
Navy, in the first place, for his acts. 

Admiral Dahlgren’s work on maritime in- 
ternational law says: 

With these officials |United States Ministers 
and Consuls] the naval commander is to keep 
himself in proper communication, and render 
such assistance as may be needed. But in doing 
so he is to act “‘on his own responsibility” and 
‘as he may judge to be expedient and proper.” 
He is therefore independent in his action and in 
no wise subordinate to the Minister or Consuls, 
which is a wise and proper precaution against a 
rash or injudicious resort to force, entirely in ac- 
cord with the policy of the United States and 
that provision of the Constitution which limits 
the war-making power of Coneress. 

Admiral Dahigren cites a case where he ad- 
dressed a foreign governinent direct, ignor- 
ing the Minister accreaited to that govern- 
ment. 

Senator Voorhees, when seen today, was un- 
willing to express an opinion on the Hawaiian 
situation. He preferred to await the report 
to Congress. Assuming the facts to be as 
stated by Secretary Gresham he indorsed the 
action of the administration. The reported 
interview between himeelf and Secretary 
Gresham, in which he is alleged to have 
spoken of a bad effect on the party by the ad- 
‘ministration’s action, he pronounced to be 
pure fiction, as he has not seen Secretary 
Gresham since the Secretary’s report to the 
President was made public.

THE FIDELITY STORAGE WARE- 
’ HOUSE GNTTED BY FIRE. 


Leaping Over the Alley “L” Structure 
Fire Frightens Guests in the State of 
Maine Hotel Into a Panic and They 
Make Wild Dashes for the Street=Loss 
to the Storage Company $160,000—Ja- 
cobson’s Mattress Factory Consumed— 
The Loss $10,000.

The flames swept across the ““L” tracks 
and cause a panic in the hotel 
State of Maine which occupies the north side 
of’ Twelfth street from Wabash avenue to the 
alley. There were 200 guests in the house 
and when the cry of fire was raised they near- 
ly all thought their building was in flames. 
Without waiting to dress men and women 
rushed pell mell for stairway, win- 
dow, and  fire-escape and it - was 
only by strenuous efforts on the part of em- 
ployée of tho house that some of them were 
prevented from jumping tothe ground. A 
number of excited individuals managed to 
throw their belongings into the street. 

The fire broke out on the second floor in the 
front.of the building. It was first discévered 
by C. C. Morris and D. K. Stueky, employés 
of the Alley * L.”’ They smelled smoke and 
on going out to investigate saw 
the . flames just bursting from the 
window. Morris immediately turned in the 
alarm.

In fifteen minutes from the time the 
alarm was given all of the guests had assem- 
bled on the main floor, where they awaited 
the result of the fire. The hotel was 
not reached by the flames, but 
the smoke filled every room. The damage 
will be considerable, but Mr, Dakin was not 
able to say just how much, 

The building where the fire originated was 
owned and occupied by H. B. & T. P. Rogers. 
It was used as a storage building, and was 
filled with valuable property of all sorts be- 
longing to many different persons. 

The building was valued at $10,000 and 
the contents at $150,000; partly insured. 

Jacobson’s Mattress Factory Destroyed. 

Louis Jacobson’s mattress factory, a long, 
two-story frame bnilding, Nos. 248 and 250

RECORD OF THE JUSTICE UCOGURTS. 
Arrests for Certain Crimes During the Last 
Week and Disposal of Cases. 

It has been charged by the Police Depart- 
ment that in its efforts to clear the city of 
toughs and thugs it was not properly backed 
by the Police Justices and the grand jury. The 
officers say after they have arrested a man and 
worked up a case against him in two-thirds of 
the cases the prisoner never gets further than 
the justice court. Every man, they say, who 
has a pull gets off without even a fine,and in 
other cases prisoners are fined only as heavily 
as their finances will permit; the Justices being 
loata to do more, as the man would have to 
go to the bridewell or County Jail and would 
not, for a time, be a source of revenue. The 
officers say also were allthe toughs they ar- 
rest given what they deserve, the city would 
be cleaned up ina short time and these un- 
welcome citizens would give the city a wide 
berth. , 

The Justices answer they do all they can 
from the testimony presented in the cases.

GOOD RULES FROM A BURGLAR, 


in Crime 


ee Tells What Not to Do. 

The killing of Thomas Pruagty and the 
wounding of several members of the family 
by a burglar Wednesday morning recalls an 
interview with Cramer, a notorious New 
York burglar, in 1860, Cramer—one of his 
aliases—had been caught in the 
act of burglary, and the court 


did not delay in sending him to Sing Sing for 
twenty years, which at his age (55) meant for 
the balance of his life. He was an old and 
troublesome offender and had serving three 
terms of five years each, lacking two years of 
the last term, which he escaped by escaping 
from a jail in the interior of the State. 

Cramer said he was glad his sentence meant 
lifetime, as the last ten years had been 
miserable ones for him. He knew 
nothing since 10 years of age but the 
life of a burglar; ‘* and,” said he, “if I was 
given my freedom today, tomorrow I would 
be in search of a new field for theft.”” He 
talked freely, and offered some good advice 
to people who live in houses, all of which was 
widely published at that time, but is as valu- 
ble today as it was then. He laid down two 
good rules; 

’ 1. Never allow a light to burn in your house at 
night un some one is sick and there is a nurse 
in attendance or a watchman in the building. A 
light in a house is always a welcome guide to the 
burglar. It avoids the danger of striking a 
match, the noise or sudden light of which fre- 
quently disturbs nervous people and light sleep- 
ers. It also relieves the burglar of the annoyance 
of carrying a dark lantern, and leaves his hands 
ree. 

2. Never place yourself between a burglar and 
means of exit. A burglar will take the risk of 
adding the crime of murder to that of theft 
rather than be captured, When a burglar is dis- 
covered he is always anxious to escape, and will 
drop his booty as well as his tools to accomplish 
this end. Give him a start and follow, but never 
step before him. 

The observance of the second rule would 
have saved at least two of Prunty’s family. 
The loud ery of Mrs. Prunty cost her hus- 
band’s life, 

Another suggestion of Cramer was that all 
doors should have in addition to good locks strong 
iron bolts. An expert burglar can pick almost 
any lock, but he cannot ohek a bolt handily, not 
knowing its location. The suggestions are valu- 
able in themselves, but doubly enhanced by the 
fact that they came voluntarily from the lips of 
a man whose life had been spent in stealing iuto 
honest people's homes for plunder. 


Shot by Footpads. 

James Burns, a bartender, was set upon and 
shot by two colored footpads at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning. He was. walking on Dearborn 
street and on reaching Twenty-second street 
was stopped by two colored men. They 
drew revolvers and demanded Burns’ money. He 
refused and a scuffle ensued. Burns was beaten 
in a fearful manner, and. as a parting salute, 
the thugs fired five shots at their victim. One 
bullet took effect in his groin. When the police 
arrived the men were nowhere to be seen. _~ 
was taken tothe Mercy Hospital. He will re- 
cover. 


GALE AND SNOW-STORM ON THE LAKES, 


Vessels Arrive at Duluth Covered with Ice 
and Others Overdue, 

A northwest gale was blowing last night on 
Lakes Superior, Huron, and Michigan, but on 
Lake Erie the wind was strong from the 
southwest, and no boats wére venturing out 
from Buffalo. At the head of Lake Superior 
the storm was accompanied by snow, 

Duuvutn, Minn., Nov. 17.—[Special.] —The 
steamer Onoka, which arrived in Duluth this 
morning, was the first arrival for thirty-six 
hours. She was covered with ice accumu- 
lated in a terrible storm down the lake, 
The wind has been blowing a gale for two 
days, and the Captain of the Onoka 
reports terrific weather with a great deal 
of snow all the way up. The Idaho, which 
also arrived this morning, was storm-bound 
for sixty hours at Portage entry.

BUSINESS PART OF GRAND RIDGE BURNED

CENTRALIA SKELETONS. 


He Admits, However, That He Has Not 
Heard from the Missing Men in Ten 
Years or Since Their Strange Disap- 
pearanceHe Cannot Account for Suspi- 
cious Circumstances=Excitement Waxes 
Hot at the Scene of the Discovery and 
a Coroner’s Jury Probes the Matter.

Questioning developed 
the fact that no one aside from the son John 
had heard one word from the two men, and 
he gaid the letters he had received from his 
father had all been destroyed. It was at this 
time that one of the old-time friends of Alex- 
ander McClelland remembered a_e gold 
filli in one of the back teeth. He 
mentioned it, when an examination 


of the skull was made by Dr. W. A. Stoker a 


back tooth was found to have been filled with 
gold exactly as the description had been 
given. Then added to this there was found 
an old pocketbook which resembled the one 
Alexander McClelland had carried, according 
to the stories of his old friends. who remem- 
bered it well. Even the color of the hair, 
which had withstood the ravages of time,

‘¢ All I know about his leaving,” said Mr. 
McClelland. “is what John A., the son of 
Alexander, told me. Alexander never said 
anything to me. John said his father 
had gone to Springfield, Ill He had 
trouble with his wife and was trying 
to get a divorce. Oscar went away 
about the same time as his father did. His 


‘prothers told me he had gone to Southwestern 


Missouri to visit a brother who wassick. I

was anxious about Alexander and kept inquir- 
ing concerning him. I was always told that 
he was at Springfield. I have never heard 
anything positive of them since.” 

It appears that Alexander lost much money 
in the milling business at Sandoval which his 
father, John, and brother-in-law, John Woods, 
made good. John McClelland claims that he 
paid out $4,000 for Alexander. After 
everything was settled different 
stories were circulated concerning the 
matter. Some of the ‘neighbors were 
of the opinion that Alexander lost the money 
in gambling, others that he got away with it 
and afterwards reimbursed his relatives for 
the amount they put up. John thinks that 
Alexander gave up everything and did not 
save a dollar from the wreck. 

‘ In regard to Alexander’s disappearance, 
Mr. McClelland continued: ‘* I am confident 
that he remained at Springfield all summer. 
When he left there John told me he had gone 
to Old Mexico and had engaged in sheep 
business. John did not know his post- 
office address, but said he was 
forty miles from the nearest office. 
About a year before I left Illinois a neighbor 
told me he had seen Alexander in Chicago 
with a lot of sheep, but John said that was 
impossible, as he was in Mexico. Two 
ears ago I put a notice in the 
York World concerning Alex- 
whereabouts, but received no 
It has always been a: mystery to me 
why his children treated me the way they did. 
I was anxious about Alexander’s whereabouts 
and made frequent inquiries. ‘They would 
tell me they did not know where he was, but 
at the sametime I thought they did. I al- 
ways treated Alexander well. I let him have 
cattle to pasture, for which I paid him 
well.” 

Mr. McClelland thinks some one would 

ve seen Alexander had he returned to Cen- 
tralia after going to Springfield, and thinks 
the skeleton is not the skeleton of his brother. 
However, he is unable to account for the 
strange disappearance.

Three stones laid across the 
body and heavy stakes had been driven over 
it, crossing each other, and holding it firmly 
in place. The skull bore evidence of 
murder, for there were three holes 
through the whitened bone, One 
was an inch and a half square 
while two others also square’ were half an 
inch each way. Near this was found a com- 
mon miners pick such as is used in coal 
mines which are plentiful’ in the vicinity. 
The larger end fitted the holes in the skull, 
showing that this instrument or another 
similar in make had inflicted the wounds, 
Either of the three would have been sufficient 
to cause death. 

The first body was found thirty feet from a 
stump and parallel to the ravine. The second 
was a like distance anda like direction from 
another stump, and ax marks on the two 
stumps showed that they had been marked for 
a possible contingency which might necessi- 
tate the removal of the bodies which by this 
means could be located easily. 


Coroner’s Jury at Work. 


The stories of the various finds made on the 
McClelland farm*roused the neighborhood to 
a state of excitement bordering on frenzy. 
Work was entirely suspended and the farmers 
for miles around have since. been spending 
their days in wandering about the house and 
in advancing theories. The Coroner sum- 
moneda juryand began an inquest last Monday. 
Witnesses kept coming torward and offering 
their stories to help in the clearing of the mys- 
tery until the list numbered more than sixty. 
John A. McClelland was one of the number 
and when he was put on the stand every inch 
of space within hearing distance was filled. 
He stated under oath that he had received let- 
ters from his father and brother in the West, 
that the last of these he had _ re- 
ceived from Old Mexico in 1883, and 
he swore the bodies found could not have 
been those of his father and brother. He 
said no other’ member of the fa:nily had 
heard from the missing members and that he 
had destroyed the letters he had received. An 
old cistern which was located near the house 
had been filled up about the time of the dis- 
appearance of the father and brother, and 
he was asked regarding it. He said 
it had grown leaky and that he had 
thought it not worth repairing. He 
had therefore filled it up with chips from an 
old woodpile near at hand and with débris 
from a burned building. There had been no 
dirt thrown in it, however. After this testi- 
mony had been secureda force of men was a 
to work digging it out. They found that 
either McClelland had sworn falsely or that 
the contents had been removed afterwards 
and the cistern . refilled. Instead of 
charred wood and chips, which they found 
entirely lacking, there was only dirt and clay 
until the bottom was reached, when an old 
china pitcher was found, which contained 
some dull red substance which was thought 
to be blood. An old ax was found lyimg _ be- 
side the pitcher and these articles were taken 
in charge by the Coroner, who ordered an 
analysis of the contents of the pitcher to de- 
termine if it showed traces of human blood. 

A daughter of Alexander McClelland was 
married to A. J. Matthews. She died seven 
years ago and five years after the disappear- 
ance. Matthews had been seea with the 
father just before his disappearance and fuel 
was added to the flame of local excitement 
when it was stated that a Mrs. Nodine who had 
attended Mrs. Matthews at the time of her 
deafh would give some sensational testimony 
before the Coroner’s jury. Mrs. Nodine, how- 
ever, could give no direct testimony to help 
clear up the case. She said Mrs. Matthews 
had been greatly troubled before her death 
and had said she feared her father and brother 
had met with trouble.

Sour after dark, when honest fishermen 
have deserted the lake, these pirates stealthily 
run out of the buyous and inlets, their seines 
are quietly slipped into the water, and the 
next day an honest looking farmer is on the 
market witha wagon-load of fish that ‘* he 
and the boys caught oner trotline yesterday.” 
Seining in the lake is prohibited, and heavy 
penalties are imposed on those caught at it, 
yet eo far the . pirates have been 
too shrewd to be caught in the act of 
poaching. What the authorities now believe 
and what they are working on is that several 
of the more desperate of these pirates have 
formed themselves into an organized band 
of assassins for the purpose of plundering and 
murdering any belated fishermen found out 
on the lake. The spot where the three mur- 
ders have been committed is admirably suited 
for such sinister work. _ It is known to be one 
of the best fishing spots on the lake and is 
consequently a favorite resort of fishermen. 
It is right near the mouth of a lonely lagoon, 
closed in by heavy timber on one sideand tall, 
rank water weeds on all other sides, screen 
it from sight in all directions.

of a desperate character named Sneed, now, 
however, in the penitentiary. He was recent- 
ly sentup forfour years for wantonly dis- 
charging a shotgun at a number of little boys 
standing on the bank of the lake, “jest to see 
‘emrun.”’ It is supposed that when the three 
men met their deaths they were either sitting 
in their boats or rowing about and when the 
assassins approached paid no. attention to 
them, thinking they were other fishermen 
about to try their luck. When the two boats 
met a pistol thrust into the face of the solitary 
occupant of one and a gruff demand 
to hand over his valuables would 
bring him to a startled realization 
of the trap he was in. Once in possession of 
the booty and to prevent an alarm from be- 
ing given that wculd reveal what had been 
done the victim’s head would be thrust over 
the side of the boat into the water, and held 
under until his struggles ceased. Then the 
assassins would loose their hold, the body 
would slip quietly into the water, sink to the 
bottom, and forthe time being all evidence 
of the crime would be hidden. 

That is the way the three men are believed to 
have died, and that is the way many another 
would have died had not suspicion been 
aroused by the strange coincidence of three 
men at separate times losing their lives at the 
same spot. Added to this was the fact that 
the last victim had not been drowned quick 
enough to prevent him making an outcry, an 
outcry that was heard. 

Lake Contrary is one of the prettiest resorts 
in Missouri, but until the awful murder mystery 
is solved and the band of assassins broken up 
it will be visited no more, and will be thought 
of by those who formerly frequented it only 
with a deep feeling of dread as they realize 
that they. too, might have furnished a victim 
for the pirates of the lake. 


HELD FOR THE VONDRIE KILLING, 


Squire Peter Marion’s Case Goes to the 
Grand Jury—Facts Brought Out. 

Mascovran, Ill., Nov. 16.—[Special. ]—Au- 
gust Vondrie, Jacques and Theodore Giris- 
hard, three St. Clair County farmers, were 
seining in Pittsburg Lake below the bluffs 
Oct. 17. The three men werein a boat on 
the lake directly opposite the farm. house of 
Peter J. C. Marion late in the evening when 
there was the report of a rifle, quickly fol- 
lowed by a-cry from August Vondrie, and he 
fell forward dead in the arms of his compan- 
ions. He was shot through the heart. It was 
growing dark at the time and the men in the 
boat were unable to see who fired the fatal 


shot. 
It was at first supposed that the bullet that 


| caused Vondrie’s death was a stray shot from 


some hunter’s gun, and the inquest held the 
following day returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with that theory. The matter was final- 
ly brought before the Sheriff, and evidence 
produced to cause the arrest of Peter J. C. 
Marion of Centerville Township. Marion has 
taught school in St. Clair County for forty 


years and served several terms as Justice of 
the Peace of Centervilie Township. 

He is nearly 70 years old and has a wife and 
grown-up children. He was arrested while at 
work and stoutly protested innocence. A 
rifle was found hidden upon the farm some 
distance from the house. A son of Marion 
says he took the gun to the field for the pur- 
pose of shooting crows and hid it while at 
work, 

It is claimed that the aged Justice of the 
Peace entertained hatred bearing on insanity 
against hunters and fishermen. A week ago 
a 17-year-old son of Judge Lautz of East St. 
Louis and a companion were hunting near 
where Vondrie was killed, when they were 
fired upon. Young Lautz had a shotgun on 
his shoulder at* the time and the rifle ball 
struck the stock of his gun. The man who 
fired the shot was seen by both Lautz and his 
companion. Marion insists that he has not 
fired a gun in many years. 

Sheritf Lang!ey and Coroner Campbell went 
to the Catholic Cemetery at Centerville Sta- 
tion, Where Vondrie was buried, and exhumed 
the body for examination. 

The preliminary trial of Marion was held 
today and he was held without bail. The tes- 
timony given was that a large number of peo- 
ple have been shot at while fishing upon the 
lake near the house, A nephew of Marion 
testified that he saw accused with either a gun 
or cane in his hand about the time Vondrie 
was killed. Coroner Campbell testified that 
the bullet passed entirely through Vondrie’s 
body and was not found,

CHEQUAMEGON BAY LUMBER SEASON. 


Shipments Made from the Three Points 
During the Year Closed. 
AsHLAND, Wis.,,Nov. 17.—With the shutting 
down of Shore’s mill yesterday the lumber 
chipping season from Chequamegon Bay is 
practically closed for 1893. Ship. 
ments have about equaled the output, 
but there is even less stock on 
the docks than there was last fall. 
Prices have been low, but it is believed among 
well-informed lumbermen that next year they 
will be nearly double. Although this -has 
been a seeson of low prices, Ashland ship- 
ments this season have been unusually lange. 
Averaging the price at $12 a thousand there 
has been shipped this year from Chequamegon 
Bay $2,820,000 worth of lumber, of which 
$1,800,000 came from Ashland, $900.000 
from Washburn,and $120,000 from Bayfield. 
Ashland’s lumbering is not yet in its prime. 
Its sixty square miles of solid timber has 
been tapped only here and there, and there is 
not less than 2,000,000,000 teet of available 
pine. Of the whole amount shipped from the 
bay this year 150,000,000 feet .came from 
Ashland, 75,000,000 from Washburn, and 
10,000,000 frem Bayfield. The followi 
gives the out-put of each mill and the gran 
totals:

W,. A. Hoeveler on the, Indianapolis Na- 
tional Bank’s Assets, 

IxpranaPouis,’ Ind., Nov. 17.—[Special,]— 
Much testimony against the management of 
the Indianapolis National Bank wus brought 
out in the grand jury investigation today. A 
score of witnesses from Chicago, Pittsburg, 
and other cities where the bank had dealings 
arrived to explain their relations with the de- 
funct bank. Mr. Hayes had discovered two 
notes amounting to $23,000 among the as- 
sets and charged to the firm of Hoeveler & 
Co. of Pittsburg. W. A. Hoeveler declared 
that his firm had been out of existence eight 
years prior to the date of the signature of the 
notes, and that he had no knowledge of the 
notes until informed by Bank Examiner 
Young. These notes are only two of many 
amounting to several hundred thousand dol- 
lars which were turned in regularly as assets 
in the quarterly reports to the Controller of 
the Currency. The witnesses this forenoon 
furnished information about the paper 
of the Indianapolis Cabinet company, 
the Curled hair works, and the Indian- 
apolis glue works. One of the principal 
witnesses was Taylor Fenton of Chicago. Mr. 
Fenton was an employé in the old Fletcher & 
Sharpe Bank and now holds a responsible 
position with a bank in Chicago. e fur- 
nished some information about Weil & Co, 
and other Chicago concerns that were sup- 
posed to be connected with the three manu- 
facturing establishments involved with the 
Indianapolis National Bank. Gen. Lew 
Wallace was summoned today and it is under- 
stood gave a full exposé of the methods em- 
ployed by Haughey in securing purchasers of 
stock in the Indianapolis National at a 
premium.

WORK OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


Growth of the Christian Endeavor Society 
Discussed at the Convention.

THE BRITISH OOAL STRIKE AT LAST 
OOMES TO AN END, 


Owners Agree to Open Their Mines Mon- 
day and Pay the Old Scale of Wages 
Until February, When a Conciliation 
Board Will Be Formed<Severe Storm 
Rages on the British CoasteRadicals 
Displeased with Gladstone Government 
After the Anarchists, 


Lonpon, Nov. 17.—The conference between 
the Mine Owners’ Association and delegates 
from the Miners’ Federation was held today 
behind closed doors at the Foreign Office 
under the Chairmanship of Lord Rosebery. 
The question of ending the strike was dis- 
cussed in all its bearings. It was settled by 
the conterence that the miners should resume 
work at the old wages Monday. They will 
work for these wages until February, when a 
conciliation board will be formed, 

The Board of Conciliation will hold its first 
meeting Dec. 13. It will be constituted for 
ore year. If at the first meeting the mem- 
bers fail to elect a Chairman the Speaker of 
the House of Commons will nominate one, 
The board will be empowered to determine 
the scale of miné@rs’ wages. 

The miners had agreed among themselves 
not to accept any proposal the masters should 
make outside of opening the pits and payimg 
the men the rate of wages prevailing before 
the strike. It was agreed, however, thhta 
board -of conciliation would be acceptable, 
with the understanding that no greater reduc- 
tion than 10 per cent off the 40 per cent ad- 
yance given in 1888 should be made, 

There is great rejoicing throughout the 
Midlands. 

In the House of Commons today James 
Kier Hardie, Socialist, introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the nationalization of mines. The 
bill passed its first reading. 


STORM ON THE BRITISH COAST. 


Many Maritime Casualties Reported—Ter- 
rible Experience of a Dublin Packet. 

Loxpox, Nov. 17.—A heavy gale set in yes- 
terday on the western and southern coasts of 
Great Britain and phe maritime casualties will 
be great. A tremendously heavy sea sprang 
up in the English, Channel and the Irish Sea 
and many vessels experienced much difficulty 
in reaching port. The! schooner Favorite of 
Iifracombe was overtaken bya black squall 
and it was capsized and sunk. Many 
tug boats that went out this morning in search 
of vessels desiring assistance have returned, 
having in tow disimasted and rudderless craft 
of every description. 

The British bark Lowestoft was wrecked in 
the Tyne this morning. Great difficulty was 
experienced in saving the crew, tne sea being 
extremely heavy. The coasting vessel Jane 
Douglass is ashore at Holyhead. The crew 
were taken off by a life-savingcrew. The 
fishing smack Ruth Bolton was upset by a 
heavy sea off Tynemouth this afternoon and 
the four occupants were drowned. 

There was an exciting scene at Liverpool 
upon the arrival there at noon today of the 
steamer Black Rock from Dublin. The pas- 
sengers say they never passed such a night in 
their lives. Shortly after the steamer left 
Dublin it got the full fury of the gale and 
made the worst kind of weather ofit. There 
was alarge number of cattle on board and 
some of them were thrown off their feet and 
had their legs broken or were otherwise in- 
jured. The steamer was thrown on its beam 
ends. The freight shifted and prevented the 
vessel from righting. There was almost a 
panic amorg the passengers. When the cattle 
were put on the landing stage 160 of them 
were so badly hurt it was necessary to kill 
them at once. 

At midnight the Cunard steamer Lucania 
had not been sighted at either Browhead or 
Kinsale. The weather continues violent, and 
high seas prevail.

The “ Economist” Says It Was More than 
Error of Judgment. 

Lorvox, Nov. 18.—The Economist says to- 
day in an article concerning rumors of irreg- 
ularities in the Bank of England: 

The resignation of Mr. May, chief cashier, was 
brought about owing to the character of certain 
transactions in security with one or more trust 
companies which he sanctioned. In regard to 
these transactions we understand that something 
graver than mere fault of judgment was con- 
nected. Mr. May, it would appear, not only ex- 
ceeded his authority, but also acted in a manner 
which he must have known was contrary to the 
regulations by which the bank is governed. For 
that offense he suffered. It would now be ungen- 
erous to dwell upon the matter, and after all the 
question is, whether the bank knowingly lent 
support to the companies whose financial 
methods proved to be of such a dubious nature. 
As regards the responsibility of the directors we 
believe no greater responsibility attaches to the 
individual than to the whole board. Therefore 
we may lay aside the rumors of impending 
resignations. 


REICHSTAG RE- ELECTS OFFICERS, 


Prosecution of Ahlwardt, Foerster, and

“eee Nov. 17.—The Reichstag met at 
12:20 o’clock foday and proceeded to the 
election of officers.

May Ask Uncle Sam to Intervene, 

Berne, Nov. 17.—Considerable excitement has 
been caused here by the receipt of news from Ro- 
sario, Argentine Republic, to the effect that a Swiss 
family living in that province was massacred, The 
Swiss colonists then banded together and lynched 
the criminals.

MEXICAN REBELS TAKE TOWN OF ESPAL. 


Tramps and Hobos from the United States 
Join the Revolutionists, 

Demine. N. M., Nov. 17.—The Mexican 
rebels have moved about twenty-five miles 
west of Palomas, and have taken a small 
town named Espai. No violence was offered 
the inhabitants, and a number of recruits 
were secured. For some weeks a large num- 
ber of tramps and hobos have been passing 
through Arizona and New Mexico, and many 
of them have gone into Mexico to join the 
revolutionists. 

Ex Paso, Nov. 17.—Everything is quiet at 
Juarez. The military and civil authorities 
anticipate no trouble to the city from raiding 
Tomachica Indians. The sending of Amer- 
ican troops to the border is regarded as a 
friendly act by the authorities, who believe 
this prompt action will have a salutary effect 
upon the insurgents. 

Crry or Mexico, Nov. 17.—[Special.]——-The 
so-called revolutionary movement of Indians 
and ignorant Mexicans along the United States 
border in the States of Chihuahua and Sonora 
is causing uneasiness in government cirles 
here. The War Department is acting promptly 
in the matter, and within a few days there will 
be a sufficient force of troops in the turbulent 
section to quell and capture the insurgents, 
whose object is believed to be more for rob- 
bery than to secure the overthrow of the ad- 
ministration. 

Five scouts were sent out yesterday from 
Las Palomas in search of the rebel camp and 
were captured, their arms and horses taken 
from them and they were ordered to get out 
of the country. The revolutionists camp is 
supposed to be at Ascencion, Several parties 
going south from Palomas have been turned 
pack by the revolutionists and their arms and 
horses taken. The rebel iteaders tell them 
they are not making war on the citizens but 
upon the government, and that they wouid 
kill soldiers on sight. A _ battle is certain 
within a day or two. Lieut. O. J. Brown, 
commanding battalion First United States 
Cavalry, leaves here tonight for the border to 
protect American interests drive rebels 
back if they should take refuge on American 
soil.

MELLO SAID TO HAVE DEOLARED 
FOR PRINGE PIERRE 


The Spanish Foreign Minister Receives a 
Message Saying the Countess d’Eu's 
Eldest Son Has Been Proclaimed Em- 
peror by the Insurgent AdmiraleAd- 
vices Received at Washington Indicate 
Mello Favors the Popular KRepublice 
New Decision ‘by Foreign Ships at Rio, 


Manrip, Nov. 17.—Sefior Morel, Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has received 
from Brazil a telegram that Admiral Mello 
has proclaimed Count d’Eu’s eldest son Em- 
peror of Brazil.« This son is Prince Pierre 
d’Alecantara Louis Philippe. .He was born at 
Petropolis, near Rio Janeiro, Oct. 15, 1875. 
His mother is the present Countess d’Eu and 
Princess Isabelia of Braganza, daughter of 
the late Dom Pedro. 

New York, Nov, 17.—United States. Mar- 
shal Grant this morning levied an attachment 
on the new Brazilian warship, El Cid, re- 
straining it from leaving this port until the 
salaries of Joseph Noonan and Joseph King 
junior engineers; John Lynch, and several 
other exoks are paid. The whole amount is 
only $171. El Cid will probably sail tomor- 
row or Sunday. | 

The Brazilian cruiser Nictheroy, formerly 
El Cid, practically said farewell to New York 
this evening, when’ it dropped down the bay 
to within about two miles of the upper quar- 
antine. The Nictheroy’s name was changed 
Wednesday, that being the fourth anniversary 
of the independence of Brazil. 

Advices Keceived from Rio, 

WasuinGrox, Dy C., Nov. 17.—A cipher 
telegram received by the Navy Department 
this evening from Capt. Picking under to- 
day’s date from Rio Janeiro is looked upon 
as significant and possibly indicating a weak- 
ening of the strength of the insurgent fleet un- 


der Admiral Mello, The translation is as fol- 


lows: 

Naval representatives of eight nations, includ- 
ing our nation, have decided not to permit muni- 
tions of war to be landed at Rio. Santos being 
still in possession of the Brazilian Government 
and conneeted with Rio Janeiro by railway mu- 
nitions of war for Rio Janeiro can be landed at 
Santos. Yesterday the insurgents dressed ship. 
The Brazilian Government forts fired a national 
salute in honor of the anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the republic. — 

The only interpretation to be put upon this 
despatch is that the naval representatives at 
Rio have decided that there shall be no inter- 
ference with commerce, and have formally 
notified the insurgent Admiral they will pre- 
vent it. The probabilities are, and 
this is the yiew taken by § gov 
erninent officials here, that this 
action weakens Mello much, for if he cannot 
close the ports of Rio and bring the city into 
subjection it cannot be conjectured how he can 
make his rebellian successful. It looks to 
naval officers as if Mello had been badly 
crippled. 

This action is in line with that indicated in 
previous dispatches from Capt. Picking to 
the effect that foreign representatives had, 
after conference, notified Mello he must re- 
spect the nationality of any lighter engaged 
in unloading vessels and flying the flag at 
its bow indicating its nationality. . It 
appears that.a studied effort has been made to 
give Mello no excuse to fire upon the city. An 
agreement was indde some time ago that there 
should be no firing between the forces in Rio 
and the insurgentsiin the bay, This was vio- 
lated on one. occasion, although lit- 
tle, . if any, damage resulted. To- 
day’s dispatches indicate that the 
naval officers on duty there in their protec- 
tion of foreign interests are determined this 
agreement shall be enforced, for this last 
notice is the result of concerted action on the 
part of the allied powers to prevent 
any firing upon the city and damage 
to commerce by either side. , The 
instructions thus imposed as to the 
landing of munitions of war treat both sides 
alike, but the advantage is with the existing 
government by reason of its connection with 
Santos. Admiral: Mello could, of course, get 
supplies by water, provided the vessels carry- 
ing them could successfully pass the govern- 
ment forts down the bay below the insurgent 
fleets. 

Seems to Kavor the Republic. 

The action of the insurgent Admiral in 
decorating his vessel is not; at this distance, 
so easily understood, although a number of 
reasons, all more or less conjectural, might 
be assigned. The occasion was a féte day and 
celebrated as the anniversary of the 
establishment ofthe republic, and. in deco- 
rating their vessel it would look as 
if the insurgents, if they were honest, were 
endeavoring to outdo the loyal forts in evi- 
dences of loyalty. This act is construed by 
officials here to indicate that Mello does not 
think the present, at least, is a propitious 
time to espouse the cause of a monarchy, 
for . had he §. done so he _ would 
have run up the imperial ensign in 
defiance at;the snhiute from the guns of the 
loyal fort.. His action in thus putting in the 
evidences of republican patriotism, evén if 
they were meaningless, was not encouraging 
to Mello’s friends on shore, as the officials 
here look at it. The most tenable construc. 
tion placed upon this incident is that the in- 
surgent Admiral believes the republic to be 
the popular side. 

In yiew of this edict of the naval representa- 
tives it is interesting to know what becomes 
of the El Cid and jts followers when they shall 
arrive. It is said here the action today can- 
not prevent a meeting between the insurgents 
and the loyal’ warships. This fighting 
would take place jn the bay with the proba- 
bility only of a stray shot reaching the city. 
It is probable that when the El Cid and its 
consorts arrive @ naval battle will take place 
and that the foreign warships now at Rio 
will permit the engagement to go on so long 
as cofimerce and the city are not molested. 
Should Mello be able to organize an effective 
land force and attack the city in that way the 
conditions would be materially changed; but 
that contingency does not at present appear 
likely. 

Neither the State nor Navy Department 
has received any word relative to the report 
from Montevideo that Robert Grant, United 
States Vice-Consul at that port, was made a 
prisoner of the Brazilian insurgents, and is 
now confined of board the revolutionary 
steamer Iris off Desterro. 


PEIXOTO TAKES THE PROVINCE, 


Federal Troops in Control of All of Santa 
Catharina Except the Island.

Montevipe£o, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex.,

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DEATH OF A PRINCE. 


ALEXANDER OF BATTENBERG DIES 
AT GRATZ, AUSTRIA. 


His Ulness Was Announced Some Days 
Ago and His Decease Followed Quickly 
He Was Formerly Prince of Balgaria 

, He Was Second Son of Prince Alex- 
ander of Hesse and Was a Prominent 
Soldier in the Russo-Turkish War—Was 
at the Siege of Plevna—Obituary Notes, 


Vrewna, Nov. 17.—Prince Alexander of 

Battenberg, formerly Prince of Bulgaria, 
whose illness was announced yesterday, died 
at noon today at Gratz. The funeral will 
take place in Gratz Monday. The Bulgarian 
Government wiil send a deputation to attend 
it. Emperor Franz Josef and Prince Ferdi- 
nand and Premier Stambouloff of Bulgaria 
have sent most cordial messages of condo- 
lence to the widow of the Prince. The per- 
sonal property left by the Prince is estimated 
as amounting to 1,000,0000 florins. 
_ The Official Gazette contains a most flatter- 
ing obituary notice of Prince Alexander. He 
was qualified, says the writer,to do great 
things, and would have done them had he 
lived. All members of the Battenberg family 
are expected to attend the funeral. 

Prince Henry of Battenberg, husband of 
Princess Beatrice of Great Britain, left Lon- 
don for Vienna this afternoon. The ceremony 
at the funeral will probably be conducted as 
if Prince Alexander died a reigning Prince. 
[Alexander Joseph, Prince of Battenberg, 
Count of Hartenau, was the second son of Prince 
Alexander of Hesse. He was born April 5, 1857. 
He attend the mili- 
tary school at Dresden 
and 
tered the dragoons of 
the guard of the Grand 

uke of Hesse. He 
took partin the Russo- 
Turkish war of 1877-'78 
and was present at the 
siege of Plevna with 
Gen. Gourko. After this 
campaign he entered the 
Royd@ Guard of Prussia. 
When Bulgaria was 
made a hereditary prin- 
cipality under the treaty 
of Berlin Prince Alex- 
ander, who was support- 
ed by Russia, was elect- 
ed Prince by the assem- 
bly of notables at Tirn- 
ova April 29, 1879. 
The election was con- 
firmed by the Sultan of Turkey, 
who was Suzerain of Bulgaria, July 
13, 1879, Prince Alexander assumed the 
reins of government. In 1885 war was delared 
against Bulgaria by Servia, and aServian army 
marched into Bulgaria. They were met at 
Slivnitza by a Bulgarian army under the personal 
command of Prince Alexarider and were routed. 
Austria intervened in the dispute and an armis- 
tice was declared. Aug. 21, 1886, Prince Alex- 
ander was deposed by a conspiracy of high state 
officers, who were said to-have been instigated 
by Russia. He was sent out of the country and 
subsequently took up his residence in Austria. 
Later he married a German actress and assum 
the name of Count of Hartenau. He became a 
naturalized Austrian subject and in October, 
1891, he was appointed a Colonel in the Austro- 
Hungarian army.]

SCHURG KEEPS QUIET. 


HE DEOLINES TO TALK OF THE OAS. 
ING AWAY OF THE NEVADA. 


States 
Authorities He Ketains an Absolute 
Silence and Is Then Locked Up-His 
Offense, However, Is Bailable, but No- 
body Has Yet Appeared Ready to, Let 
Him Have His Liberty=There Is No 
Doubt That Hanging Is the Penalty. 


John A. Schurg does not look like a man 
who would scuttle a ship.. He is bashful. 
Nothing about him but his size would lead the 
casual observer to think him capable of 
wrecking a vessel, * willfully, corruptly, or 
oandrwise,”’ as it is called in the statutes. 
Schurg is a cool man, too. He acts remark. 
ably unconcerned about himself ahd his sur- 
roundings. He satin United States Marshal 
Hitcheock’s office yesterday morning and 
stroked his beard. His eyes were directed 
toward Clark street and he most emphatically 
declined to be “‘ pumped,” either by Hitch-

cock or United States District-Attorney Mil- 
christ, who applied this process vigorously and 
at length. When these two got tired of at- 
tempting to entangle Mr. Schurg the man 
who is charged with scuttling the steamer Ne- 
vada was taken away. i 

A half score of persons, interested in 
Schurg’s case, met him as he came out of 
Marshal Hitchcock's inner sanctum and plied 
him with all manner of questions regard:ng 
the crime with which he is charged. To all 
the interrogations Schurg had one answer. It 
was: 

** T don’t care to talk about the case yet.”’ 

Schurg isa man six feet tall and weighs 
200 pounds. He has black hair and whiskers, 
the latter being shaggy and intensely black. 
His heavy eyebrows hang over deep-set dark 
eyes and his gait and actions are thoseof a 
typical sailor. 

His Offense Is Bailable, 

Schurg was lodged in the Cook County Jail 
last night. He was brought from St. Paui 
yesterday morning by two Deputy United 
J. Sheehan of St. Paul 
and Frank E. Stanley of Chicago. It was ex- 
pected the prisoner would be taken before 
Judge Grosscup in the afternoon fof a de- 
cision as to whether the case was a bailable 
one or not. But it turned out that 
his bail had been fixed at the time 
he was indicted. He was privileged to 
give bond in the sum of $2,000 ‘and go free 
at any time after his arrest. It was because 
he could not give bond to that ammount that he 
went to jail. An effort will be made to have 
Schurg’s trial set for next Monday, although 
none of the other persons indicted jointly 
with him has as yet been arrested. Qne of 
these is said to be Capt. James P. Godan of 
the schooner American Union, now on its way 
to this port. Godman was mate of the Ne- 
vada on its last trip, having shipped at Buf- 
falo. It is expecte he will be jar- 
rested as soon as he arrives in Chicago.

The next section relates to owners ¢asting 
away or destroying vessels in order to defraud 
insurance companies. Then Mr. Kremer 
read the following section, under which God- 
man and Schurg have been indicted: 

5,366. Every person not being an owner who, 
onthe high, seas, willfully and corruptly casts 
away or otherwise destroys any vessel t@ which 
he belongs, bei the property of any citizen, 
shall sales nak. 

‘Suffer death,’ Mr. Kremer continued, 
‘means death by hanging. Ido not know 
that any one cares to hang these men, but it 
is often a good ways between conviction for 
capital crime and hanging. If there js suffi- 
cient evidence to convict them they ought to 
be convicted, and then we will see what fol- 
lows. If the men were on trial for conspiracy 
to cast away the Nevada then the_ lesser pen- 
alties would come into the case, but we do 
not charge them with conspiracy. They are 
indicted for the act itself. You cannot try a 
man who has committed murder for assault 
and battery, although that might have led to 
the greater crime.

Sioux City Dry Goods Dealers Cannot Go 
On=—Other Business Troubles. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., Nov. 17.—[Special.}]—C. 
G. Culver & Co., large retail dry goods dea!- 
ers, failed here today. A chattel mortgage 
for $35,005 anda bill of sale for the same 
amount to secure loans of $35,000 were 
given to the National Bank of Sioux City.

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BANQUET FOR HAINE: 


VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE ANTWERP 
EXPOSITION ENTERTAINED. 


The Names of President Cleveland and 
King Leopold Are Greeted with Cheers 
Charles Henrotin and Thomas W. 
Palmer Respond to Toasts and the Guest 
of the Evening Forecasts Great Success 
for the Fair Next Year=United States 
to Make a Great Display. 

A banquet was given last night by the Hon- 

orary Commission of the United States to 

Stanislaus H. Haine, Vice-President of the 

Antwerp International Exposition, at the 

Palmer House. The United States and Bel- 

gian colors were used in the decorations. 

At the conclusion of the banquet Toast- 
master Bryan, in proposing the health of King 
Leopold II., said that in 1848, when 
all Europe was convulsed, by revolutions 
against thrones King Leopold I. of 
Belgium had said to his people that whenever 
they no longer desired a monarch he would 
not interposge any obstacle in the way of the 
desires of his people. The loyal Belgians re- 
sponding to their King testified to him the 
respect in which they held him and declared 
they wished for no better ruler than he. “ In 
his son Belgium has found n worthy successor 
and his health I now propose,’’ concluded Mr, 
Bryan. The toast was drank, the guests giv- 
ing three cheers.

He thanked his friends 
for the good will they had expressed 
to King Leopold and _  =his country. 
In concluding his tribute to King Leopold he 
proposed the health of President Cleveland, 
which was also drank amid cheers. 

President Thomas W. Palmer, responding in 
his facetious manner, said that all Americans 
honored and respected their President even 
though differing from him in partisan 
politics. President Cleveland he deseribed 
as aman who constantly grew stronger as he 
continued in his office. Mr. Palmer did not 
agree with the Presidential policy on the 
Sandwich Island question, but despite “ev he 
worshiped the PreSident because of the idea 
the Presidency represented. 

When the applause that greeted Mr. Haine 
had subsided he entered upon an entertaining 
history of Antwerp, which he said derived its 
name from an old legend that a giant once 
made his abode on the site of the city and 
levied tribute upon the ships that sailed up 
and down the Scheldt,and when the tribute was 
refused the hand of the offender was severed 
and thrown away—hence Antwerp. The first 
mention of Antwerp dated back over 
1,200 years and the first building erected 
along the Scheldt in 736 was still 
standing and used by the city as a museum. 
In the sixteenth century Antwerp was the ex- 
change city of the world and its anoual busi- 
ness exceeded $700,000,000. The edicts of 
Charles V. and his son, Philip U., had 
brought ruin upon Antwerp, destroying its 
commerce and closing its ports, while its 
population dwindled from 300,000 to 
40,000. It was to Napoleon I. that 
Antwerp (owed the revival of its 
commercial importance, and it steadily 
grew in population and commerce until in 
1868 the foreign nations united in purchasing 
the freedom of the Scheldt toopen navigation. 
Once again Antwerp was taking front rank in 
the commercial supremacy of Europe, and 
the annual tonnage of its harbor was only ex- 
ceeded by that of Liverpool. Mr. Haine then 
described the character of next year’s expo- 
sition, and said the chief idea that ani- 
mated its management was to make it 
a continuation of the Chicago Exposition, 
He was happy in the promise that the United 
States would be more largely represented at 
Antwerp than it had ever been at.any pre- 
vious foreign exposition, and in the aggregate 
of its displays it would rank next to Belgium, 
and the people of the United States would not 
be prouder than the Belgians themselves if 
the United States display exceeded that of 
Belgium.

A concern has cropped into existence under the 
guidance of a lieutenant of the company com- 
pelled to eéase operation last January on account 
of the exposure of their methods by the Chicago 
dailies. Itis the old game of collecting money 
in advance, er where this cannot be done of se- 
curing a contract that is afterwards collected as 
many times as possible without discovery. In 
order to deceive the public more fully they carry 
slips cut from the regular “* Lakeside ’’ Business 
or City Directory, and their solicitors represent 
themselves as solicitors for ** Rand-McNally,” 
* Donnelley,” the *‘ Lakeside,” or the “ Chicago 
Directory dompany,” as they think it may best 
help them in securing a contract. It is needless 
to say they have no connection whatever with 
any of the above firms, They first attempt to se- 
cure the signature to a fet Fre calling for no 
special publication and without the ublisher’s 
name in order that they may afterwards fill it.in 
themselves as suits their convenience. If this is 
unsuccessful then they present a contract of a 
pretended directory company. 

A number of communications have already 
been received from prominent business firms 
who have given contracts to these people, sup- 
posing they were ordering their regular advertis- 
ing for some of the established publications of 
the above firms. 

Any advertiser signing contracts should be 

careful that they are signing for exactly what 
they want, and should also insist on the solicitor 
giving them a duplicate of contract signed in 
order that it cannot be altered in any way after 
signature is secpred.,

SCHOONER SUNK BY A FLAGSHIP, 


Graphic Story of the Sea—Powerful Ram 
of the Government Vessel, 

An extract from a letter written by Emil 
Gathmann of the United States flagship San 
Francisco, stationed at Key West, Fia., reads 
like a breezy chapter from one of W. Clark 
Russell’s tales. It isa story of the sea, sim- 
ply yet graphically teld by Mr. Gathmann in 
a letter to his father, who resides in Chicago. 
Just nine years ago the Tallapoosa, United 
States man-o’-war, collided with a _ coal 
schooner 1n Long Island sound. The man-o’- 
war went down, carrying three brave men with 
it, while the unharmed schooner delivered its 
coal next day at a David's Island dock. The 
San Francisco has had an encounter with a 
lumber-laden schooner and has come out of 
it unscathed. So much for nine years’ progress 
in boat building for the American Navy. The 
letter tells the story of the encounter with the 
directness of a log-book entry that the writer 
has made unconsciously dramatic. It is as 
follows: 

At sea Oct 22, 1893, latitude 20° 40’, longitude 
78° 31’, wet and frequent squallsin early morn- 
ing. At 9:30 a. m. we sighted a wreck, and 
changed our course so as to bear down on it. At 
10:10 a. m. we lowered a lifeboat and sent a 
crew aboard, She proved to be the bark Drisco, 
cleared from Charleston*with a cargo of lum- 
ber for the West Indies. Her three masts were 
gone by the board. The vessel must have been 
swept by a huge wave that took everything on 
deck with it. Wemade an inspection, ard de- 
cided to try to tow the w into port as the 
cargo was valuable. At 4:30 p. m. a hawser was 
made fast and the Driseo taken in tow, 600 feet 
of rope being paid out. Everything went well 
until 6:10 p. m., when the wind which had 
freshened to a gaip kicked up such a 
sea that the wreck, not being in  con- 
dition to ride the seas well, parted our 
cable. Hove our ship to until mornihg when by 
order of our commanding officer we proceeded to 
mine Drisco with eight 36-pound gun cotton tor- 
pedoes placed in position where they were sup- 
posed to do the most good, At 11 o'clock a. m. 
we stood off 300 yards and detonated the mine. 
The vessel was lifted sheer from the water and 
we saw daylight underher keel. When we came 
alongside it was seen that the Drisco’s sides had 
been blown out, but that she was held together 
by the lumber within her. The keel was broken 
in three pidese and had the cargo been different 
the vessel would have sunk in a few seconds. As 
it was she simply settled down until her decks 
were awash with water, and there she staid, a 
dangerous obstacle to navigation. 

The Admiral consulted with the senior officers 
and decided to run the risk of ramming the 
Drisco, that is, to cutit_in twain amidships by 
runoing full tilt atit.. The crew was excited at 
the prospect of the experiment, and some of 
the older sailors who had served in wooden rips 
shook their heads. At 4 p. m. all water-tight 
compartments were clo We steamed away 
from the wreck for 2,000 yards, then turned and 
ran directly at it at the rate of six knots. Every 
one held his breath. A great wave lifted our bow 
above the wreck, and down we came on it with 
terrific foree. A crash, a shock, and the Drisco 
was gone. The San Francisco's ram had cut it 
completely in two, each part sinking instantly. 
The sight was worth the risk run. The timber in 
detached pieces rose to the surface, and soon the 
place looked like a lumber-yard afloat. 

The San Francisco was built with an eye to 
its ramming power. Its first practical test 
has shown that it was built aright.

NATIONAL LEAGUE MEN WILL Fol- 
LOW THE PLAN OF 1893, 


Nick Young Instructed to Make a Schedule 
on the Old Lines=<A Committee Ap- 
Pointed to Receive Franchise Applica- 
tion for a Possible American Associa- 
tion=Rogers Does Not Like Brush and 
Refuses to Enter the Meeting—Plenty 
of Talk About Trading Men. 


New York, Nov. 17.--Probably the largest 
annual meeting of the National League in 
comparison to the work thereat accomplished 
came to an end tonight at 8 o’clock, when the 
magnates departed for home, to meet here 
again Feb. 26, 1894. The delegates met 
in the fourth day of their conference 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel about 11 o'clock. 
From that hour until 8 they filled in the 
day in « profuse exchange of oratory. The 
question which caused the magnates the most 
worry was a consideration of the Cleveland club 
situation. For business reasons the present 
owner of the club, Frank De Hass Robison, 
wants to dispose of his baseball property. 
Parties in Detroit stand ready to make the 
purchase, but not unless they have the 
privilege of transferring the franchise and team 
to that city. The league would not listen to a 
proposition to vacate Cleveland and the National 
League is in reality a partnership of twelve 
clubs the consent of all the other eleven must be 
obtained before the transfer of the Clevelands 
could be effected. There was general opposition 
shown to the Detroit deal. In the end Robison 
thought he could sell to Cleveland parties. 
The outcome of the long discussion of the case 
was to elect an Emergency committee, consisting 
of Brush, Byrne, and Soden, to receive and re- 
port to thé league any application for sales, 
transfers, or new memberships which might be 
proposed, The Cleveland case, therefore, rests 
in that state. It is believed and hoped by the 
other delegates that ge W. Howe will take 


the club off Robison’s hands. The Clevelands 
layed paying ball this year and Robison’s price

the committee was appointed to receive all ap- 
plications for franchises in the Mutual League 
or American Association of Baseball Clubs.

The Double Season Killed Off, 


To settle the question a_ resolution 
was adopted that the schedule of 
1894 should be modeled in its general make- 
up after that of 1893.

lowa has had a long line of eminent men in 
the United States Senate, and there is a gen- 
eral desire on the part pf the people of this 
State regardless of politics to maintain the 
record.

The Repub- 
lican party’s control of the Iowa influence 
in the Upper House of Congress began as far 
back as 1855, when James Harlan, the father- 
in-law of Robert Lincoln, and once an influ- 
ence in nationa! politics, was elected for the 
first time. Harlan was unseated on account 
of an illegality in his election, but was re- 
elected in 1857. When Harlan went into 
Lincoln's Cabinet he was succeeded by Gov. 


Kirkwood, Iowa’s War Governor, and one of [ 


the strongest men inthe State. Harlan was 
reélected in 1867, and at the end of that term 
’ was succeeded by William B. Allison after 
one of the bitterest and most memorable fights 
in Jowa politics. Senator Allison has held 
the office since, and is now serving out his 
fourth term. 

Taking the other line the succession has 
been almost as distinguished. It began with 
Gen. George W. Jones, a Democrat, who was 
the friend of Jeff Davis, but who nevertheless 
has always stood high in the estimation of 
the people of this State. He served twelve 

ears or until the young Republican party 

gathered enough strength in 1859 
to elect James W. Grimes. Grimes 
stands among the early great men of 
Iowa almost without a peer. He died 
while discharging the duties of the office. He 
was succeeded by James W. Howell, and he 
in his turn by George W. Wright, another 
honored name in lowa, and he by Gov.

He has a great 
record asa soldier and Congressman to aid 
him, and is a fine speaker. Of his ability no 
man has any doubt. 


Gen, Stone in the Race. as 

Gen. Stone has been somewhat hampered 
by sickness in his family. He was unable, on 
that account to make a speakimg tour of the 
State, as he had intended. He spoke in a 
few places only. He has long been a popular 
man in lowa politics, He has never held a 
higher office than that of Attorney-General, 
but his services in various positions have been 
rather eminent and such as to recommend 
him to the people of the State. He has, like 
Congressman Hepburn, a fine record asa sol- 
dier. In the western part of the State he has 
a large following, and he will practically have 
the Ninth District delegation—that is, all the 
Republicans in it—and scattermg votes from 
all over the State. Gen. Stone has freely 
confessed his aspirations, just as Gear 
and Cummins have one, and ° 
has not detracted from his canvass, 

There has been a great deal of speculation 
as to the part which the Jackson victory will 
play in the Senatorial fight. It has generally 
been believed that Jackson was friendly to 
Gear, and it has in fact been charged, mostly 
by those who trite to disrupt Republican 
ranks before the election, that Jackson’s nom- 
ination was part of the Gear movement. This 
supposition seems to have been based on 
nothing more substantial than the knowl- 
edge that Chairman Blythe's brother is tha 
son-in-law of Gear. Chairman Blythe 
would naturally be influenced to lp 
Gear under ,these circumstances, but that 
there was any sort of deal may be positively 
denied. In fact, a short time before the elec- 
tion, there is reason to believe, there was mis- 
understanding between the Jackson men and 
the Gear men. Gear is even charged with 
having desired the withdrawal of Jackson 
after the publication of the pension letters. 
The Congressional delegation as a whole is 
cha with having been the least bit unfriend- 
ly toJackson until the closing days of the elec- 
tion. Even Col. Henderson was quoted by the 
Democrats as having said that the Republican 
platform wasall right but the candidate rotten. 
These rumors probably amount to nothing 
and will cut no figure in the campaign for 
the Senatorship, but they goto disprove the 
theory that there was any sort of *“‘ deal’ be- 
tween Jackson and Gear. It is safe to dis- 
miss that. Chairman Blythe will not take an 
active part in the fight. All that he wants to 
see done is the best thing for Iowa Republic- 
ansim which has constantly been his con- 
trolling thought. He is personally a warm 
friend and admirer of Mr. Cummins and also 
of Gen. Stone. 


AFTER SENATOR VOORHEES’ SEAT. 


Isaac Pusey Gray Comes Back from Mex- 
ico to Set Up the Pins. 

Inpranapouis, Ind,, Nov. 17.—[Special].— 
Uncle Isaac P, Gray, Minister to Mexico, is at 
home on an indefinite leave of absence from hie 
official post of duty. Ordinarily this fact would 
scarcely be worthy of special notice, but in 
this instance it isa matter of some portent. 
It will not be long until the public will real- 
ize, so it is said, the ex-Governor is here to de- 
feat Daniel W. Voorhees for reélection to the 
United States Senate and make himself Sena- 
tor. Already the preliminary work to bring 
about such a result has begun. A few days 
ago ex-Gov. Gray had his lieutena ots from 
diffezent-parta of the State meet him here | 
and they were given their first imstructions 
for the great contest. In some 
way Gray has wielded such an influence over 
his followers that they believe there is no pos- 
sibility for him to fail in a fight; and, with 
such a feeling, one can see that Gray’s men 
will make a sight of trouble for Voorhees. 
Unfortunately for Voorhees he is nothingof a 
schemer in politics, while Gray is par excel- 
lencein that line of work. Chief among his 
henchmen *is James Murdock of Lafayette, 
late Warden of the Michigan City Peniten- 
tiary. Heisa most valuable man to Gray, 
and hasthe reputation of being the smoothest 
of men in politics, Next to him is “Si” 
Sheerin of Logansport, Secretary of the N a- 
tional Democratic committee, and who has 
long been one of Gray’s most devoted follow- 
ers. Sheerin and Murdock are the represent- 
atives of Calvin S, Brice In this State in the 
natural gas business, and they have in this 
way the control of a great many men in dif- 
ferent parts of Indiana, on whom they can 
depend for help ip time of political necessity. 
The machine inthis city is largely for Gray, 
and this is so in most cities of the State. 

But a strange feature of this. whole matter 
is in the leaning of administration men. In 
most every instance they are for Gray and 
against Voorhees, which suggests that Cleve- 
land may have gtown tired of Voorhees’ 
forced friendship and is now willing to see 
him thrown overboard. It is said Voorhees 
long has despised Cleveland and his selection 
as the leader of the administration in the_sil- 
ver repeal fight was considered a great joke 
here, except that his position as Chairman of 
the Senate Fmance committee made him a 
leader of the Senate in the matter. 
A great deat of patronage must have 
been offered Voorhees to hold him 
in line for repeal, for his record 
is in close harmony with those of Pfeffer and 
Populists generally onthe subject of silver, 
and it is said here & is at heart for free coin- 
age. It is given out that for this reason the 
President distrusts Voorhees and has quit 
him in favor of Gray, his Minister to Mexico. 

It is true Gray was used as a club by Hill and 
Tammany with which todefeat Cleveland’s 
nomination last year, but the President’s 
friends retaliated and had Stevenson nomi- 
nated for Vice-President over Gray. Then 
the score was even, and later Gray called on 
Cleveland and they have apparently been 
good friends ever since. 

Gray and Voorhees have been rivals for sev- 
eral years and were never on cordial terms. 
Three years ago Gray began a campaign 
against Voorhees, who was seeking a reélec- 
to the Senate, and made such headway that 
Voorhees was nearly frightened out of the}race. 
Some of his friends, however, gave him a tip 
and suddenly Voorhees began booming Gray 
for the Presidency, and the Voorhees men 
throughout the State kept up the talk until 
Gray got to thinking he was the man of des- 
tiny in fact. This was what Voorhees wanted, 
and when the matter was ripe he had a confi- 
dential talk with Gray, the result of which 
was Gray retired from the Senatorial race 
and had the promise of Voorhees’ support for 
the Presidential nomination for his cae met 
nimity. The country knows how the Gray 
boom was squelched by the Cleveland boom- 
ers, and while Voorhees and his men had the 
laugh on Gray the latter said nothing. but 
it appears, down’ in his heart he resolved for 
revenge when the opportune time should 
come. 

‘* Mr. Voorhees will have no chance of es- 
cape from the inevitable, and, if they both 
live, Gray will defeat him without doubt,” 
said a prominent Democrat today. “Gil 
Shanklin, the Evansville editor, will take part 
in the fight, but for whom it is not certain. 
He hates both Voorhees and Gray with an 
implacable feeling of hostility, and his heart 
is ever filled with scorn tor Cleveland. He 
would like to be Senator himself, but that is 
impossible, and life would be dreary indeed 
if either Voorhees or Gray should be chosen 
next year. Gov. Matthews may be in the race 
for Senator, but there is a feeling generally 
prevalent throughout the State that he is not 
big enough for the place. Heis a most de- 
voted Gray man. and has no desire to see 
Voorhees remain in. public life as Senator. 
Even Senator Turpie is a Gray man, or 
rather he is a servile subject of Gray, to whom 
he owes his election to the Senate. 
That was the worst piece of work Gray ever 
did, so far as the reputation of Indiana is 
concerned, as Turpie has long the 
— of public usefulness. Nearly every 

mocratic Congressman of the State is for 
Gray and aqaines Voorhees; generally for the 


reason that Voorhees is a patronage-grabber, 
and has little for their claims for pub- 
lic offices for .

PAIR BUILDINGS MAY BE OFFERED 
TO SOUTH PARK BOARD. 


Directors Considering Such a Proposition 
in the Hope That It May Solve the 
Problem of Maintaining the Structures 
and Dispose of Complications Petween 
the Fair Body and the Commissioners= 
Hyde-Parkers Want Liquor Selling to 
Cease at Jackson Park. 

World’s Fair Directors are discussing a 
proposition to turf over the buildings of the 
White City to the South Park Commissioners, 
perhaps with a ‘sum of money, to preserve the 
structures for atime, and to settle up con- 
tract affairs between the two bodies, There 
is no definite proposition before the South 
Park Commissioners now, Ferdinand W. 
Peck’s resolution passed by the directors not 
being regarded in that light by. anybody. A 
director whose advice throughout the life of 
the great enterprise has been received with 
respect said yesterday : 

‘*By the terms of our contract with the 


South Park Commissioners we are to pay 


them for damages’ done to Jackson Park in 
excess of benefits. We have torn out trees 
and have done considerable damage. On the 
other hand we have improved the park con- 
siderably. The damage and benefit account 
may be in our fayor, it may balance, or it 
may be claimed by the South Park Board that 
they are the creditors, A dispute might fol- 
low. The Commissioners are the trustees of 
the public, and, as such, must be rigid in en- 
forcing what they believe to be the people's 
= A dispute might therefore grow up, 
which would, perhaps, have to be litigated in 
the courts or tried before a commission. 

** The drift of public sentiment is apparent- 
ly in favor of allowing the buildings to remain 
a while anyhow. To accomplish this they 
must be kept in repair. I question if we—the 
Columbian Exposition—have the _ right. to 
maintain them as a show, c ing no admis- 
sion fee.

There 
has been great encouragement during the last 
week in the fact that November payments are 
far more satisfactory than was feared, and yet 
the extensions of the month would have 
seemed alarming in other years. Merchants 
who collect part of the arnount due are, re- 
joiced, but their buying power is not as large 
as usual. The extraordinary shrinkage in 
purchases for consumption, if lessening, has

LATEST STURIES BY W. D. HOWELLS 
AND P. MARION ORAWFORD. 


Sandwiched Between Them Is an Attack 
by Maurice Thompson on Immorality 
and Realism in Fiction—Memoirs of 
Charles Godfrey Leland—A Plea for 
Tammany<—Barrett Wendell’s Curious 
Theory of Salem Witches—Notes and 
Gossip About Books of Interest. 


In * The Coast of Bohemia,” Mr, Howella’ 
latest novel, Cornelia Saunders leaves the 
Town of Pymantoning in Ohio to study art in 
New York. One thinks of Lemuel Barker 
and his hard experiences in Boston, where he 
went in search of literary fame and reached 
the position of conductor of a street car. Mr. 
Howells is not so hard on his Ohio heroine; 
his realistic heart softens to her; he even 
treats her with a touch of chivalry. He 
describes her prettily in the first glimpse the 
reader gets of her at “the forty-sixth annual 
fair of the Pymantoning County Agricultural 
Society ”’: ' 

As she turned her little head aside from a back- 
ward look over her shoulder she maile Ludlow 
think of a hollyhock by the tilt of her tall, slim 
young figure and by the colors of herhat from 
which her face flowered. No doubt the deep 
crimson silk waist she wore, with its pte fer 5 
ruffle fiving free down her breast, had something 
to do with his fantastic notion. She was a bru- 
nétte with the lightness and delicacy that com- 
monly go with the beauty of a blonde. She 
cguld not have been more than 15; her skirts 
had not yet matured to the full womanly length; 
she was still a child. 

Ludlow, besides seeing this country girl and 
noticing her drawings which have signs of 
promise, forms certain impressions of the 
Fine Arts Department at the Pymantoning 
annual fair: 

The fine arts were mostly represented 
by photographs and crazy quilts; but there 
were also tambourines and round _ brass 
freques painted with flowers, and little gatin 

nners painted with birds or aufumo 
leaves, and gilt rolling pins with vines. 
There were meédiey pictures contrived of 
photographs cut out and grouped together 
mn novel and unexpected relations; and there 
were set about divers patterns end pretenses in 
keramics, as the decoration of earthen pots and 
jars was called, Besides these were sketches in 
oll and charcoal, which Ludiow found worse 
than the moro primjtive things with their second- 
hand chic picked up Ina tenth-rateschool. .. . 
The seneciess ugliness of the things really hurt 
him; his wership of beauty was a sort of relig- 
ion, and their badness was «sort of blasphemy. 
Since his return [from abroad} he had made sure 
of the feeling for color and form with which his 
country women dressed themselves. There was no 
mistake about that; eveh here in the rustic heart 
of the continent he had seen costumes which had 
touch and distinction. The village girls whom 
he saw so ttily @owned and picturesquely 
hatted on the benehes out there by the race 
course, could it have been they who committed 
these atrocities? 

Ludlow. according to Mr. Howells, be- 
longed to the lavender school—one of those 
who ** believe in the prismatic colors as in the 
ten commandments, and who hope to be 
saved by tone contrasts.’’ Two years pass 
and he is a fashionable artist in New York, 
when Cornelia Saunders goes to the city to 
study art. She is much more fortunate than 
was pode Lemuel in Boston. At the art 
school she attends she is taken ‘up by a 
young woman who, while she is without apti- 
tude for drawing, has a fad for harmless Bo- 
hemian existence. From the life led by Cor- 
nelia Saunders and Charmian Maybough 
comes the title of the story, ‘*‘ The Coast of 
Bohemia.’’ Cornelia sees much of Ludlow. 
One had read one-half the book and the story 
was beginning to be tedious (as it sometimes 
happens in-Mr. Howells’ books) when a new 
eharacter was introduced. He was an 
old acquaintance under a new name, 
One first knew him several years 
ago as Bartley Hubbard; he has had many 
an alias since then: and in ** The Coast of 
Bohemia” he pops up as “J. B. Dickerson, 
with Gates & Clarkson, Art Goods.”’ It is 
surely not necessary to describe him after 
you have read his card. He is the average 
young American, smart, humorous, and cer- 
tain of himself. It is Mr. Howells’ peculiar 
gift to draw this character—it is distinctively 
his gift as it is that of the Elder Coquelin 
to portray the valeta of- Moliére. And 
as the great French comedian 
¢omes imperfect the moment he attempts 
to play the hero, so our novelist becomes 
less faultless in his art the moment that he 
turns from the Hubbards and Nickersons to 
make the portrait of an American gentleman. 
The humorous American gentleman is a 
familiar character in Howells’ novels, and he 
is the main figure in all the farces. This 
personage is true to life; he is always’ 
natural, always enjoyable; but one hard- 
ly recognizes him as a creation because 
he is so unmistakably autobiographical. 
What one wishes to point out in the serious 
gentlemen of Mr. Howells’ novels is that they 
are finical, self-conscious, priggish. Here the 
question suggests itself, Is this priggishness 
to be ascribed to the newness of the type 
known as the American gentleman or to the 
inexpertness of the artist who so frequently 
makes this type his subject? Let the reader 
study Ludlow the painter in the present book 
and decide for himself if there is not a stiff- 
ness of outline in the portraiture. 

The development of Corvelia Saunders iis 
done with nicety, only one thinks that the 
author is too kind to her in equipping her 
with qualities which argue at least a strain of 

entie blood for which he does not account. 
With tineness is depicted her disgust with her 
early admirer, J. B. Dickerson, the average 
typical “*cheeky”’ American, when she 

ows old- enough to understand his 

opeless vulgarity and compares it with 
the good breeding of a gentleman, 
It is 6a pity that the exquisite 
skill which is spent on the character of Dick- 
erson cannot be appreciated by the members 
of his class, many of whom are intelligent 
enough to read Howells but have hides which 
are too thick to tingle beneath the whip of 
satire. (Harper & Bros.)

Parisian lewdness. ** Marion Darche”’ differs 
from the French novel of the day as American 
society differs from that of the continent—as 
the Puritan strain is a contradiction of the 
Latin. Yet Mr. Crawford’s theme is identical 
with that which is the stock-in-trade of the 
French novelist—the unhappiness of a mar-

Memoirs of C, G. Leland, 

One does not read far into the memoirs of 
Charles Godfrey Leland (D. Appleton & Co.) 
before recallinga story that is told about 
Thomas H. Benton, It seemg that he had 
been described as an egotist by several 
newspapers. Meeting Col. Frank Blair one 
day he sai-: * Col. Blair, I see that the news- 
papers call mean -gotist.. I wish you would 
tell ne frankly asa friend if you think the 
charge is true.” “Itis a very direct ques- 
tion, Mr. Benton,” replied _ Col. Blair, 
* but if you want my honest 
opinion I am compelled to say that I think 
there is some foundation for the charge.”’

A Plea for Tammany. 

Daniel Greenleaf Thompson, the author of 
“The Religious Sentiments of: the Human 
Mind,” “The Problem of Evil,” and other 
works of a profound nature, has added to his 
list one on “ Politics in a Democracy.”’ He 
discourses therein concerning Tammany and 
says it is not as black as it, is. painted. The 
peculiar form of municipal government which 
prevails in New York and Brooklyn he calls 
government by syndicate. He. regards its ex- 
istence as inevitable and is of the opinion that 
good predominates over evil init. Says he: 

The syndicate will do the municipal govern- 
ment work and to that end fill and control the 
offices for what the people will let them make. 
This form of governmental administration 1s 
commercial, in principle, but not necessarily 
vicious. Atall events it is a natural and readily 
explainable product of evolution. 

He attributes the failure of the repeated 
efforts to break down Tammany to the belief 
that the intention is to substitute iunother 
machine tor the Tammany one, to che idea 
entertgined by the wageworkers that the 
social* aristocracy, which is generaliy 
anti-Tammany, has no sympathy with them, 
has no conception of the value of government 
by the people and no faith in it, and to the 
impracticability of intellectual aristocrats 
who have lofty ideals of government which 
they insist on uncompromisingly. The as. 
sumption of superiority on the part of thi 
** better classes ’’’ of New York is resented by 
the common people, who believe that the zeal: 
and enthusiasm for g government dis- 
played by the aristocrats and exclusives de- 
pend on whether they are given power and 
maintained in positions of leadership. 

Mr. Thompson admits that Tammany bas

tion; the organization cannot afford to krep! 


in office men flagrantly unfit,” * The grvat- 
er part of the criticism directed against Tum- 
many Hall is made upon the appointmen: of.

than upon any actual malfeasance in office.” 
‘* Indictable offenses are not often comunitted 
by Tammany Hall officials.” It would be 
nearer the truth to say they are often cotm- 
mines, but that Tammany grand juries do vot 
indict. 

According to Mr. Thompson the making of 
money indirectly through the opportunities 


afforded by municipal office is very common, 


but ** some of this may be perfectly legitima'? 
so long as official duties are not neglected.” 
If any money is made dishonestly the fact, he’ 
says, must be carefully and skillfully con- 
cealed. Direct peculation is claimed to ba 
impossible, and it is alleged that “ sinecures 
are not numerous in proportion to the number 
of offices.” He admits that a 3 

departments pay more attention to politica 
than municipal business, and that a consider- 
able portion of the heavy salaries paid finds 
its way into the treasury of Tammany Hall, 
and he does not deny that this is a waste of 
public woe f but “we cannot say that, all 
things considered, salaries are excessively high 
for the most of the offices.”” Of the vast 
wealth accumulated so rapidly by Tammany 
bosses Mr. Thompson has nothing to say. 

He asserts that Tammany is the victim of 
indignant and incessant vituperation and that 
it is greatly to the credit of the Tammany 
leaders that they do not answer back in kind; 
Mr. Thompson asserts that the Tammany 
syndicate system of government is inevitable 
in oe cities and that if Tamnany Hall were 
overthrown it would be replaced by a similar 
syndicate having much the same constituency 
and which would be no. improvement on its 
predecessor. ‘ It is,” says he, “‘a fortunate 
circumstance that the concentration of power 
and responsibility has been carried to such 
a degree in an organization which, like Tam- 
many Hall, has gained supremacy in the poli- 
tics of a great city.”’ 

This is a weak plea for a plundering organ- 
ization which rules despotically the greatest 
city in the country.

The Salem Witches. 

Mr. Barrett Wendell has evoked a new 
theory relative to the Salem witches. While 
writing his life of Cotton Mather he had to 
read the history of their trials, and as he did 


so he was reminded of what he had seen dur- 


ing hisown experiences at materialization 
séances and with trance mediums. Finally 
he reached the conclusion that “ there was 
abroad im 1692 an evil quite as dangerous as 
any still recognized crime, and to wonder 
whether some of the witches, in spite 
of the weakness and falsity of the evidence 
that hanged them, may not after all have der 
served their hanging.’’ 

His hypothesis is that the girls who testified 
against the alleged witches were not, as has 
been generally assumed, persons who begaa 
their tricks and lies with no idea of the fatal 
consequences, and who, having begun, did not 
dare to confess, but that they were victims of 
hypnotic excess, and toa certain extent not 
free agents. He. suggests that they had 
learned willingly or unwillingly to hypnotize 
themselyes, and that there is a likelihood thas 
first of all they may have been hypnotized by 
others. ‘‘ And is there notin the records of 
those terrible days some faint suggestion that 
among those who first dragged the wretched 
girls duwn may have been some of the 
accused.

Want Manufactures Building Removed. 


Petitions containing the names of several 
thousand people asking for the removal of 
the Manufactures Building to the Lake-Front 
were sent to Washington Porter’s office yes- 
terday. One of the petitions was long enough 
to reach almost across his room. He thinks 
between 40,000 and 50,000 signatures have 
been secured. 

F. S. Winston had a long conference with 
Mr. Porter yesterday. It was arranged that 
the full special committee of World’s Fair 
directors should go before the Council Com- 
mittee on Wharves and Public Grounds Mon- 
day afternoon and urge the project upon its 
attention. Mr. Porter heard of the proposal, 
which may be made to the South Park Com- 
missioners, «ooking to the preservation of the 
buildings at Jackson Park. 

‘If the Commissioners should accept it,”’ 
he said, *“‘it would not materially interfere 
with the plan of erecting the Manufactures 
Building down-town. It would only put it off 
a year ortwo, I believe the signers of the 
petitions named would be willing to wait that 
long to get a building that would manifestly 
bring $5,000,000 into Chicago annually.” 

It was reported yesterday that members of 
the South Park Board had expressed them. 
selves as favorable to the plan of removal. 

General Manager Graham looks with great 
disfavor on the scheme for the removal of 
the Manufactures Building to the lake snore. 
In addition to the engineering problems, he 
contends that when the Public Library is fin- 
ished the need for a park at that point will 
be imperative. 


IT WAS A HARD YEAR IN IRON. 


Markéd Decrease in Capacity and Falling 
Off in Sales. 

Some facts about the iron trade are given 
in a recent number of the Jron Trade Review. 
In 1890, the year of highest production, there 
were 337 furnaces in blast on Oct. 1, as com- 
pared with 116 the present year. The de- 
crease in capacity is also marked. In 1890 
there were produced 9,157,000 tons of pig- 
iron, while the weekly production in October 
wa s atthe rate of but 3,900,000 tons per an 
num, @ faliing off of 58 per cent. In spite of 
this great decline pig iron stocks have shown 
asl ight increase each month since J une; a 
fact which shows clearly and forcibly the de- 
cline in consumption, which is now not more 
than 40 per cent of the amount a year ago. 
With this large falling off in demand there 
has come a gradual decline in the prices of 
the raw materials, until now it is possible for 
a good furnace to sell pig iron without loss.

New York has its shooting crank. He fired 
five shots from a revolver into Delmonico’s 
restaurant while the place was crowded with 
patrons late Thursday afternoon. He did not 
kill or even’wound anybody, and after his ar- 
rest protested “On the dead level I did not 
intend to kill any one.” He said he does not 
like to see the rich enjoy all the blessings of 
life, while the poor starve, and did the shoot- 
ing with the idea of frightening them into a 
change of heart. The fellow ought to be put 
where he too will have an opportunity to ex- 
perience a change of heart, and thus show 
himself competent to reform society by ex- 
ample. Let him be shut up. 


IT now appears definitely to be settled that 
the large exhibit buildings will remain at 
Jackson Park through the yearof 1894 at 
least, and as the park must be turned over to 
the Commissioners Jan. 1, 1804, it goes with- 
out saying that the public wiil be admitted 
free., All ‘that will go will be the State and 
foreign buildings, which must be removed by 
May 1, 1894, and this done the Commission- 
ers will restore the north end of the park as it 
was. Next summer, therefore, thé north end, 
which was the improved part, will resume its 
customary appearance, while the squth end, 
instead of presenting a picture of sand dunes 
and swamps, will contain the big buildings. 
This will give ample time for the people to 
decide what they want done with them. 
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THE CITY RUNNING INTO DEBT. 

According to the statement of the city’s 
finances, just made by the Controller, the 
revenue for the present year will fall half a 
million dollars short of what was estimated 
last March. The saloon licenses did not pro- 
duce what it was calculated they would. 
The appropriations were made on the basis of 
the expected income. Therefore if the ex- 
penditures do not exceed the appropriations 
there will bea deficiency of $500,000 at the 
close of the year. It appears, however, that 
some of the appropriations are overdrawn 
already. More hasbeen spent for gae and for 
election expenses than was appropriated, The 
judgments for 1892 and 1898, with the in- 
terest on them, for which no provision was 
made in the appropriation bill, amount to 
over half a million. 

It is estimated that if great economy is not 
practiced from now till the close of the year 
the city will begin 1894 with debts to the 
amount of $1,300,000, which will have to be 
paid out of the revenues of 1894. It will be 
very difficult to accomplish that feat. The 
legitimate and proper expenses of the city 
are growing faster than its revenues, To 
make the income of the city meet its needs 
requires much more rigid economy than has 
been practiced during the last four or five 
years. 

There must be economizing, and it must be 
done intelligently. It will not do to lessen 
the police, or fire protection or to neglect the 
public health. In order that the work of re- 
trenchment may be carried on wisely it will 
be necessary to have a man at the head of the 
city government during the ensuing year who 
is qualified to fill the position and who will 
enforce economy even against the wishes of 
the Council. The Aldermen are not in favor 
of retrenchment. It means dismissing men 
aprointed on their recommendation or the 
cutting down of the pay of their friends. If 
the Mayor is determined to keep down ex- 
penses it can be done, and hence the special 
need of a good man. The reduction of ex- 
penses ‘should not be postponed till next 
month, however. It should begin now. 

One of the Controller’s statements is cal- 
culated to provoke inquiry. It is that the re- 
ceipts from ** miscellaneous sources,”’ chiefly 
saloon licenses, were not merely $350,000 
less than the estimate, but $150,000 less than 
last year. With the growth of the population 
it is impossible to see how that could happen 
except on the assumption that the city author- 
ities were lax in their collections. That is not 
impossible, Such is generally the case under 
a Democratic administration. The saloon- 
keeper is the special pet of the Democratic 
party, which does all the favors it can fcr him. 
The deficiency in revenues would not have 
been as great as it is if the authorities had 
been more rigid in their collections. Mayor 
Swift should investigate and see if this is not 
80. 


LET JOHN BOYD THACHER GO. 

There is trouble again with John Boyd 
Thacher. To speak more accurately, there is 
not trouble again, since there never has been 
atime from the appearance of John Boyd 
Thacher on the scene when he was not in 
trouble with some one or some one was not 
in trouble with him. It is a continuous 
trouble, and the situation nowis only a new 
phase of the normal conditions surrounding 
John Boyd Thacher. ~ 

Just prior to the decease of the National 
Commission a committee was appointed to 
consider the claims of all who had grievances 
against John Boyd Thacher. The committee 
was swamped with business at once,’as ap- 
parently every oneon the grounds who had 
todo with exhibits had a grievance. The 
committee, however, promptly counter- 
manded most of his rulings and then ordered 
the Bureau of Awards to correct the lists and 
names of all exhibiters. The last named duty 
was important, as it was found that bronze 
tags hud been awarded to streets, buildings, 
and other objects which, strictly considered, 
were not exhibiters—they having “ points of 
excellence.”’ 

The action of the committee entgils con- 
siderable more work, as all the lists must be 
revised and many of the diplomas rewritten. 
Mr. John Boyd Thacher, evidently believing 
that he could do the work better in the more 
congenial atmosphere of Washington, decided 
to move his bureau there. Genial President 
Palmer, believing that John Boyd Thacher’s 
proper place was in Jackson Park, opposed 
the project, but Mr. Thacher succeeded in 
getting a resolution through the board author- 
izing him to go. President Palmer now says 
he shall fight the removal to the end and that 
he shall request Secretary Carlisle not to pay 
any of John Boyd Thacher’s bills, whether 
for rent or for clerk hire, and further that 
Thacher is insubordinate, *‘ and as far as it 
lies in my power he shall be made to feel the 
penalty of his conduct.” So far as insubordi- 
nation is concerned no one will question Mr. 
Palmer’s assertion. So far as penalty is con- 
cerned no one will weep if John Boyd 
Thacher gets ail the law allows. Even if he 
gets to Washington and begins distributing 
his tags to all the world from Dan to Beer- 
sheba and a good deal farther, as he now 
contemplates, no one will object if he has to 
pay room rent and clerk hire and for the tens 
of thousands more of medals than Congress 
authorized which he proposes to issue. 

To this extent Chicago will sympathize 
with Mr. Palmer, but if he takes any step 
that goes toward keeping John Boyd 
Thacher here one day longer than is neces- 


sary there will be a coolness between Chicago 
‘and President Palmer. It is hard enough, 


- 


ing. In case sucha calamity should occur 
the South Patk Commissioners will be ex- 
pected to do their duty fearlessly and remove 
him, Chicago does not want him, She is 
prowd of everything connected with the 
World’s Columbian Exposition except the 
Bureau of Awards. If she could give voice 
to her sentiments she unanimously and em- 
phatically would beg President Palmer to ex- 
pedite Thacher’s departure instead of taking 
measures to keep him here, Let him go and 
let him not stay upon the order of his going, 
and let him take his troublesome old bureau 
and hig “* points of excellence ” with him. 


SILVER IN MEXICO. 

~ Warner P. Sutton, who recently resigned a 
United States Consul-Generalship in Mexico, 
has returned to this country and been inter- 
viewed in regard to the silver question as 
affecting the people and trade of that land. 
He says Mexico is a silver country not only in 
the financial sense but in the commercial 
sense also, silver being its chief export. Fully 
two-thirds of its total exports consigt of the 
precious metals, and 80 per cent of these are 
sitver in some form. The Mexican dollar has 
long enjoyed an excellent reputation, ard the 
government has taken great care to defend 
the good name of its standard coin. No sug- 
gestion of tampering with it would be toler- 
ated in any quarter,|as the (silver) doilar is 
bound up with the excellent credit gained by 
Mexico in recent years. In proof of ita excel- 
lent rating Mr. Sutton cites the fact that 
the average London value of this dollar for 
the last ten years hag been only one penny 
leag than the value of its equivalent in bull- 
ion. That is to say, with all the care taken 
by the Mexican Government to uphold the 
buying power of its standard dollar, which is 
a silver one on the free-silver basis, that pur- 
chasing power has for ten years averaged 2 
per cent less than the bullion value of the 
pure silver contained in the coin. Roughly 
speak imgz, this 2 per cent may be tgken to 
represent the cost of reconverting the coin 
into bullion, so that 'the coin is not even ac- 
cepted in the London market on the same 
terms that gold coins are, they being ac- 
counted as of precisély equal value to their 
contained bullion, with no charge for melting 
down. 

Even if there were no such deduction in the 
case of silver there would not be a gingle iota 
of advantage gained by putting into the coin 
less than a dollar's worth of silver. The coin 
would not then pass for a mill more than its 
real value as determined by the market price 
for the bullion. It would take nearly two of 
those silver dollars to buy as much goods as 
can be obtainea for vne doliarin gold. Asit 
is there is a positive disadvantage of 2 per 
cent in paying foreign debts with’debased sil- 
ver instead of in gold. The holder of the sil- 
ver coin who wishes to use it for the purpose 
of paying money abroad has to submit to 
that much of ashave, paying it to the **‘ money- 
changers’ in whose interest the silver mono- 
metallists of this country falsely allege to be 
urged the plea for honest money. 

There is one point in which those people 
might well study the example set by Mexico. 
When the price of silver fell to the minimum 
in the London market nearly five months ago 
the Mexican administration took immediate 
measures for meeting the emergency. Sala- 
ries were reduced and other drastic remedies 
resolved on. Popular subscriptions were un- 
dertaken and offers made by various bodies 
to aid in keeping the interest and the sinking 
fund of the public debt promptly paid. There 
was no hint of either intention or desire to 
plead that the public creditors ought to be 
forced to stand the lossdue to depreciation. 
Two-thirds of the 12,000,000 of population 
are very poor and ignerant and incapable of 
adding to the moral strength or material 
wealth of the community, but neither they 
nor the more enlightened minority hada 
word tosay in favor of repudiation. The agree- 


ment had been made to pay on the gold batis,, 


and it went without /saying that the people did 
not propose any scaling game. In the 
language of Mr. Sutton, “ Mexico appreciates 
the advantage of a good credit abroad as well 
as athome,and is bound to maintain it at 
any cost.”’ It is left toa scalawag element in 
the United States to claim they have a right 
to pay home and foreign creditors in money 
worth little more than half that in which the 
indebtedness was contracted. It was reserved 
to the fellows in this country who are as big 
fools as they are kaaves to suppose that the 
United States could afford to sanction such 
repudiation, which is too base to be thought of 
as desirable by the people, of Mexico, though 
some affect to regard them asof an inferior 
order of intellect to ourselves. 

Fortunately for these honest people in Mex- 
ico they are not cailed on to stand the loss 
they contemplated at the close of June and 
prepared to meet. The market reacted so 
much that the loss is not nearly so severe as 
expected. Their silver mines are still being 
worked on the plan of selling the product for 
what itis worth in open market. Very re- 
cently the sume feature has been introduced 
here, since the government is no longer a 
purchaser of nearly all the product of the sil- 
ver mines in the United States nor of any of it. 
Under the new conditions they will not be at 
a disadvantage ascompared with those of 
Mexico. Even if they were tliat fact would 
not constitute a sufficient reason why the gov- 
ernnient should be loaded with the obligation 
to find a market for their product, . 
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ANOTHER TRADE COMBINE DISSOLVED. 

The Secretary of the National Plate Glass 
Association announces that that particular 
combination has come to an end, not through 
any efforts of Attorney-General Olney, but 
owing to existing trade conditions. The 
statement of the Secretary is that the. manu- 
factarers have decided not to continue the 
association because of the financial situation 
of the country, the light demand for | plate 
glass, and foreign competition. The most 
effectual reason is unquestionably the light 
demand. This is what has convinced those 
manufacturers who are able to manufacture 
most cheaply that their best policy is to 
create a market for their product by offering 
it at lower rates. 

During the lifetime of the association or 
trust it kept prices up to so high a figure that 
those manufacturers who had the best plants, 
the greatest ability, and the largest capital 
made heavy profits, while those concerns with 
inferior and antiquated appliances and man- 
aged by men of less ability were able to reap 
small profits. The arrangement was one by 
which the strong carried the weak, not out of 
natural love and affection, but in order that 
the strong might be the gainers. The plate 
glass men did exactly like the steel rail men, 
who formed their combine and thus stopped 
theyplay of competition which would have 
lowered prices decidedly, but would have 
driven the weakest concerns out of the field. 

The panic and other causes have reduced 
consumption to a point where if the high 
prices of steel rails or of plate glass are main- 
tained the sales will not be large enough to 
enable even the manufacturers whose cost of 
production is the lowest to make any money. 
Therefore those who can afford to sell the 
cheapest cut from the othérs and de- 
cline to carry 


| will reduce their rates toa point which will 


increase sales and give them a fair profit. If 
other establishments are unable to compete 
they will have to give up the contest as hap- 
pens in all other kinds of business under 


THE WORLD’S FAIR BUILDINGS. 
President of the South Park Board, 
o buta short time ago talked as if the 
World’s Fair buildings could not~be torn 


down too soon to please him, uses a more | 


moderate tone now. He says that the Park 
Board will be governed by pubiic opinion and 
will not endeavor to hasten the removal of 
the buildings, which cannot be disturbed 
under the contract with the Commissioners 
prior to May, 1895. The board will be in no 
hurry to do anything. It will wait and see 
what the people think on the subject a year or 
ao hence. 

The President gives it as his personal opin- 
ion that before 1895 the public will be tired 
ofthe buildings and want them removed. 
That is not impossible if they are in bad con- 
dition at that time. If they are uncared for 
during the coming winter and that of 1894-.’95 
thé probabilities are they will look shabby 
if not disreputable. The staffis not durable 
and the roofs may not stand the snows and 
the rains. 

Therefore if the Park Commissioners are 
not going to decide speedily what théy intend 
doing in the premises those who ure solicitous 
for the preservation of the Court of Honor 


ought to turn their attention to the raising of 


money to keep the edifices which front on it 
in decent repair. The South Park Commis- 
sioners will not attend to this. They will say 
that they have no authority to spend money 
in keeping up structures which do not belong 
to them and which soon may be removed. 
The Exposition Directors will decline to use 
for the purpose what funds they may have 
left over after they have paid off their debts. 
The city has no jurisdiction ih the premises 
and can not spend a cent at Jackson Park. 
Therefore whatever is done to keep from 
hastening decay the buildings which it is de- 
sired to preserve will have to be done by pri- 
vate contributions. , Perhaps Mr. Stead will 
come back and assist in raising the money. 
It would be much better to settle now 
whether the Court of Honor is to stay or go, 
and not to wait till nexg year or the year after. 
If it is determined in the affirmative by the 
people now, and the Park Board, yielding to 
the verdict of the people, decides that they 
may remain indefinitely, then the board will 
take charge of them and look after them. If 
nothing is decided now the structures which 
are so beautiful at this moment may present 


a sorry spectacle inside and out by-the time © 


the storms of winter and spring are through 
with them. Evidently a failure to arrive at a 


definite conclusion now is likely to result.in | 


the removal of the buildings.

THE NEW POLICE ORDER. 

The vigilance of the police and protection 
to the honest citizens are increased by an 
order which went into foree this morning. 
Except on the few streets where business is 
carrjed on all night every person found on 
the streets between the hours of 1 and 5 a. m. 
will be hailed by an officer in plain clothes 
and requested to give an account of himself. 
The officers are under orders ‘to be polite as 
well as firm.- They must state that they are 
officers and display the badge, then ask the 
person his name and residence, and the cause of 
his being on the street at so late an hour, 
Every person giving the required information 
is to be allowed to proceed, but one who re- 
fuses to answer, or otherwise acts in 
a suspicious manner, or who is ascer- 
tained to have in his possession weap- 
ons or tools’ that might be used 
in burglary, will be placed under arrest. 
As it is understood that this measure is in- 
tended for the protection of the honest citizen 
the right-minded man will not object to be- 
ing thus interrogated. He will not construe 
it as an indignity, but as a procedure which is 
necessary to enable the police officer to have 
full knowledge of the kind of people who trav- 
erse the streets during the hours when nearly 
all the burglaries are committed and many of 
the assaults on the person are made. The in- 
tent is to catch the after-midnight prowlers 
who have no proper business on the streets, 
and not to interfere with the right of any hon- 
est citizen to be on the street at any hour that 
may suit his convenience. The plan is to 
have as many officers as possible patrol the 
residence streets during the hours named, 
and it is hoped that by this means 
the number of after-midnight crimes 
will be much _ leasened, while the 
criminals themselves will decide to leave 
town as speedily as they can, being convinced 
they are in imminent danger of arrest by re- 
maining here. The danger is increased by 
the fact that orders have been issued to the 
detective force to arrest and bring to head- 
quarters every known crook in thecity. As 
fast as they are gathered in the record of each 
will be written up for presentation to the po- 
lice justice and for use on any future occasion 
of bemg caught by an officer. The police 
justices have declared their willingness to im- 
pose the maximum penalty on all persons 
whom the police can show to be chronic of- 
fenders or dangerous characters. Ali this 
givesroom to hope for a large reduction in the 
weekly record of burglaries and street rob- 


Last Sunday various Anarchists and Social- 
ists made violent speeches in this city. The 
following day Altgeld stated that the language 
used was not anarchistic, that there were no 
Anarchists in Illinois, and that the meetings 
at which those harangues were made were at- 
tended by people who were mostly well-to-do 
property-owners. Having before their eyes 
the language actually used, the Atlanta papers 
comment thus on Akgeld’s statements.

It 
is a great misfortune to the Democracy of that 
State that it ever put such a man into the exéca- 
tive chair. ! 

This hero of the Anarehists is despised by 
decent people of all pelitical parties, and it will 
be a happy day for Lilinois when her executive 
office is rid of him.

| ConTrotier WerTHErsy’s official statement 
of the condition of the judgment fund cails 
attention once more to a grave public scandal, 
for the continued existence of. which the last 
three adwinistrations—of Cregier, Wash- 
burne, and Harrison—are responsible, though 
perhaps not in an equal degree. These judg- 
ments are mostly on account of the construc- 
tion of viaducts during the administration of 
Mayor Roche, The railroad companies are 
primarily responsible for these damages. The 
sits, however, are brought against the city, 
under whose superintendence the viaducts are 
built, and the judgments are entered up 
against it? It was the duty of the city Law 
Department to bring suit against the railroad 
companies for the amount of those judg- 
ments. A test case had been prepared by the 
attorney of the Roche administration, John 
W. Green. The lawyers of the Cregier ad- 
ministration promised to proceed with this 
case, but failed to do so. Mr. Cregier, it is 
said, discouraged the suit. Mayor Wash- 
burne’s administration did nothing, though 
the Council séveral times directed that a case 
should be pushed. Two of the orders to this 
effect were introduced by the present acting 
Mayor, George B. Swift, and adopted on his 
motion, but nothing was done. The Harrison 
administration did nothing. In the mean- 
time the judgments have been piled up and 
the eity is paying 6 per cent interest on them 
which the railroad companies should pay, and 
which they would have been compelled to pay 
if either Mayor Cregier or Mayor Washburne 
had done his duty. It is a scandalous state of 
affairs. 


‘As THE day approaches when the tariff ques- 
tion is to be considered by Congress the pro- 
tests from the South against the anticipated 
reductions of duties begin to pourin. Their 
number shows how faith in the efficacy of 
protection has grown in the South, notamong 
the politicians, so many of whom are ante- 
war Bourbons, unable to learn anything, but 
among the producers. The representatives 
of the great coal-mining and iron-ore inter- 
ests which have grown up in the South during 
the last decade object to free trade in those 
products, The market gardeners around Nor- 
folk are as much attached to thé duty of 25 
cents a bushel on imported potatoes as are 
*the New York farmers along the Cdnadian 
line, and object to its repeal. The men who 
have invested their money in the eafensive 
forests of the South, the lumber from which 
ig being brought into the market in increas- 
ing quantities, do not want free lumber, The 
Floridians do not want oranges and lemons 
made duty free. There comes a protest from 
Missouri against the free admission of foreign 
wool, The Louisianians are getting stirred 
up on the sugar question, and are afraid their 
industry will be ruined. The South, with 
grovang prosperity, is ceasing to be a unit on 
the free trade question, except in Democratic 
don ventions. 


Ir appears that the Election Board thus far 
this year has incurred expenses $40,000 in 
déxcess of the appropriation made for it by the 
Council. There is no excuse for this state of 
affairs.’ The Election Board has gone ahead 
tegardless of the consequences, It has cre- 
ated jobs for political and personal pets of 
the members. 
clerical force when there was no necessity for 
it. It has employed an attorney at a salary 
of $4,000 per annum who has done nothing 
during the last two years but write or furnish 
the board with three illegal and absurd opin- 
ions.

The name of that official, F. May, 
has appeared on all the notes that have been 
issued by the bank for more than twenty 
years past. He seems to have got into finan- 
¢ial difficulty through his son, and whether 
more sinned against or sinning he has to bear 
the penalty. There may have been some rea- 
son for timid persons offering to sell bank 
stock at a decline of a few points in view of 
& possible lessening of dividends on account 
of the loss. But there is no more reason to 
think the bank will not meet all its obliga- 
tions than for supposing a big mercantile 
firm here would fail because of peculations 
by a porter. > 


_ Prerroteum has been discovered at Sagha- 
lien, an island on the eastern coast of Siberia, 
and on the Meshed road‘at Shemnen in Per- 
pia.

WOMEN ARE “ADVISED 1 TO VOTE. 
Judge Williams’ Decision Not Held in 
High Repute in New York. 

New York World: The day of woman, suf- 
frage doesn’t seem to beso far away when 

one listens to Hamilton Willcox a little while, 
He says that upward of 100,000 women have 
registered in New York State this campaign 
and will vote for School Commissioners. 

* That. of course, excepts New York and 
Brooklyn, and I think Buffalo.” said Mr. Will- 
jams. ** for in those cities the School Commis- 
sioners are appointed. In round numbers 8,000 
women have registered in Onondaga County ; 
1,000 in Yates, which is a very smal county: 
1.500 in Ontario County, 600 in une town of 
Warren County, Glens Falls. In Orange 
County I should say that there were 2,000 
registered, for I know that in Deer 
Park alone, which includes Port 
Jervis, 1,000 have registered, We 
are sending out information by letters, 
through the newspapers, and in every way we 
can advising the women Who havé tegistered 
to go and get in their votes, and advising the 
election officers to execute the law. The At- 
torney-General of the State has instructed 
them that it is the duty of executive officers to 
execute the law. They are not to take notice 
of newspaper reports that an inferior Judge 
has said that the law of 1892, which permits 
women to vote for School Commissioners, 
was unconstitutional. Election offiters have 
no olficial notification of that, and they are to 
receive women’s votes unless specifically for- 
bidden by the court, say by mandamus pro- 

ceedings. 

* Judge P. C. Williams of Syracuse, who 
held that the law was unconstitutional, sim- 

y did not know what he was talking about. 
oH refused to hear the statement on the side 
of the Woman’s Suffrage party. Asa matter 
of fact, the Constitution refuses. the suifrage 
to only three clusses—those who make elec- 
tion bets, those who bribe electors, and bribe- 
takers, The Legislature may extend the suf- 
frage to whom it will. It has ‘that power. 
Curiously enough, it removed woman’s dis- 
ability in 1847, but the editors of the Revised 

tatutes made a mistake and left the old re- 
vealed act in until the last edition, and by that 
time it had been forgotten that women were 
not prohibited from voting. Judge Williams’ 
decision 1s not worth anything. The Court of 
Appeals must settle the matter finally, and the 
Court of Appeals has always held that the 
Legislature may do anything which is not for- 
bidden by the Constitution. It will overrule 
Judge Williams’ ruling beyond question. But 
I should like to see Judge Williams nominat- 
ed for some office. We would hang his hide 
on the fence.”’

‘The Woman's Suffrage party controls 
from 10,000 to 30,000 votes, and when, any- 
body who has done any monstrously unjust 
thing to the cause of woman suffrage comes 
up for nomination or election the word is 
passed around. One Supreme Judge is now 
retired because he made sucharuling. He 
was about to be renominated, and, when it 
was known that he would be fought’ tooth and 

“‘narl by the Woman’s Suffragists, he was 
beaten in the convention. Another 
Judge was renominated in a_ district 
which should have given him 4,000 
majority. The Woman’s Suffragists got that 
much of a majority against him. It wasdone 
in this way: Men who would be susceptible to 
argument were asked to vote against the Judge 
because he was unfair to woman suffrage, or 


a woman would gotoa man and say: ‘ You 


sarea friend of mine and you men are supposed 


to represent us women by your votes. You have 
twenty-five or thirty men to vote for. Represent 
me by voting against this man.’ In ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred the man will do 
as sheasks him. It is well known that in the 
last Legislature the bill giving women the 
right to vote passed the Assembly by 71 to 
34. It would have passed the Senate, for we 
had 22 votes pledged and 17 is a majority. 
The Judiciary committee favored it, and but 
for the fact that the Assembly adjourned, 
leaving a lot of bills unattended to, woman 
suffrage would have become a law.

tle household grease she could spare or beg, 
but these contrivances are out of date now, 
and parattine reigns supreme, in country hall 
and cottage. 

Lace-making has to a great extent given 
way to bead work and the making of what is 
commonly called gimp or passementerie of 
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colored silks, fine worsteds, and tinsel com- 
bined with beads. Lace pillows are utilized 
for this, the gold or silver thread and braid 
being wound on bobbins to avoid being tar- 
nished by the touch of hot hands. The silver 
lace for the dresses of the royal bridemaids at 
the wedding of the Duke and Duchess 
of York was made ft! the hamlets 
near Amersham. In bead work done 
with the needle the women havé their 
beads in'a plate or saucer, and, though not 
paid at a high rate, it brings in a good deal to

_ ELLEN TERRY’S ENGLISH COUNTRY HOME 


It Is a Pretty Little Cottage Standing in 
the Village of Winchelsea.

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Are the Causes of That Popular Disease, 
Nervous Prostration=<Girls Should Culti- 
vate Their Hearts More—Advice Kegara- 
ing the Servant Problem. 


Mrs, Ormiston Chant has been telling her 
impressions of Ainerican women to the New 
York Sun. This is what she says: 

‘** Talk about nervous prostration,”’ she said, 
as she chatted after the meeting over her cup 
of 5 o’clock tea, without which the English 
woman doesn’t seem to be able to exist. “I 
call nervous prostration just a fashionable 
name for laziness. You haven’t the monop- 
oly of the disease. Our ladies have it, too. 
But I really can’t understand why American 
women should ever have nervous prostration, 
they have so much liberty, soa little ex- 
pected of them, so many opportunities 
open before them for growth and 
interest, so many labor-saving inven- 
tions, so little friction. They do fuss 
a good deal. They take things toomuch head 
on, too soberly, intensely. Then American 
women are not physically so strong as En- 
glish women. I attribute that tothe fact of 
your putting your babies into boots over here 
instead of shoestraps (slippers with straps), 
which develops aakleh that do not enjoy walk- 
ing. You bind a child’s wrists up in tight kid 
cuffs at the formative period and see how 
weak the little wrists would be in a year. You 
do not get enough outdoor exercise. You drive 
too much, You ridein your trains and ele- 
vated roads too much. I have been preaching 
the gospel of shoe straps to the mothers ever 
since I came over here. 

‘“* What do I think is the most remarkable 
thing about the American woman? Her good 
humor under difficulties is surpassed by noth- 
ing.I have ever seen. Her adaptability 1s won- 
derful. Her versatility and quickness in say- 
ing the right thing at a moment's notice is 
most marked. Perhaps greater than all these 
is your intellectuality. She is so exceedingly 
Greek in type. The prevailing type among 
The prevailing 
type among your best women is Grecian. 
They settle things intellectually and so seri- 
ously. Your women seem to have a sense of 
humor, but they haven’t been accustomed to 
use itin developing buoyancy of character, 
and they Worry and hurry too much. 

Too Much Head, Too Little Heart, 

‘* Your girls are most charming and delight- 
ful, but they, too, do thmgs with the head 
rather than with the heart. I know you think 
English girls lack feeling because they are 
shy and constrained—cold you eall it. It is 
because they feel so much that they cannot 
let the feeling bubble over in light words so 
easily and before everybody. They haven't 
been trained to ‘express their feelings so 
spontaneously; but it is there. I would 
rather appeal to the heart of an English girl 
than to the heart of an American girl; but I 
had rather trust the head of an American girl 
than the head of an English girl. The Amer- 
can girl thinks for herseif, decides for herself, 
has her own opinions, and isn’t afraid to an- 
nounce them. I have no desire to criticise. 
I believe in seeing the best of things. I be- 
lieve in judging a people by the high-water 
mark of achievement in results and in indi- 
viduals and not always to be looking at the 
faults and failures, So I say again the Amer- 
ican girl is charmmg, but I wish she would 
cultivate a little more heart. 

‘*How do I keep so well? O, I never worry 
and never hurry. I take things gently, see 
the best side of everything, am not looking 
for grievances, and then I have a great fund 
of good humor. When things are particular- 
ly trying I can almost always find something 
to laugh at, don’t you know, and that relieves 
the tension. I take as much exercise as I can, 
riding horseback. going for walks with the 
children, and when I get tired with other 
things I take a turn at the housework. It 
rests me and encourages the maids to give 
them a little lift. % think washing the win- 
dows ia the best exercise in the world. You 
get air and exercise and a bright window all 
at the same time, you see. American ladies 
would never dream of doing anything like 
that. Indeed, they are not nearly so domestic 
as English women. Domestic service seems 
to be one of the greatest problems you have 
to face. 

‘*Housework should be raised from menial 
service to a domestic art. You must make it a 
profession, where those who enter into it may 
be carefully trained and ranked according to 
their ability and paid according to their profi- 
ciency. Housework is a more involved science 
than it was in the old days when the mistress 
gave it twice as much supervision as she does 
now. You expect your housemaid to know all 
about the care of silver, of bronze, of brass, of 
porcelain, of mahogany, of glass, of linen, of 
ivory, of velvet, of satin, of brocade. Yes, and 
in America, where in many beautiful homes 
only one maid is employed, you expect her to 
know all about cooking, too, whichis an art 
in itself. You take the recently landed immi- 
grant girl and expect her to teach your little 
babies good manners and to keep them clean 
and healthy. You will never solve the prob- 
lem of the home in America any other way 
than this: , Build cottages where your girls

art so easy. You have so many labor-saving 
inventions, so many delightful arrangements 
for simplifying the detail and routine, such 
easy methods of keeping the kitchen clean. 
You expect more of your maids than we do in 
many ways. In the first place, we don’t ex- 
pect in middleclass families to have the break- 
fast table waited upon at all. The table is 
laid ready, and we have quite as much served 
and are more bountiful in the matter of knives 
and forks and plates, but we serve the meal 
ourselves, Just think what a difference that 
makes in the morning's work. Then we take 
more interest personally in the members of 
our household. Thereseems to be little grati- 
tude on either side, and little interest beyon 1 
the point of obligation with you. | 

- i admire your beautiful homes, exquisitely 
fitted up and appointed. I enjoy your great 
variety of dainties, your vegetables and 
salads, but I don’t Jike the hot bread. I be- 
lieve the cold bread is more sustaining. And 
Ldon’t approve of the way things are mixed 
up at your meals. You serve the wrong things 
together, from a hygienic point of view, and 
you have too many things at the same meal. 
In one respect your households are vastly su- 
perior to ours, and that is in the general ab- 
sence of alcoholic liquors. Your women do 
not begin to drink as nuchas Englishwomen, 
and long be the time before they begin it. 
Now, if alcohol is -of so much value, con- 
sidered medicinally as the tipplers claim, it is 
certainly unfortunate to divert it to the 
standard of a common beverage. 


Manners Need Improving. 


‘‘The manners of your children need im- 
They are allowed too 
much license. If children are not taught to 
respect earthly things, how can you ever ex- 
pect them to reverence heavenly and sacred 
things? 

‘* Educationally I think we have rather the 
best of you. Superticiallya great many more 
women are educated in America than with us, 
But the educated Englishwoman goes into it 
deeper, thinks more, and studies a great deal 
more, not only in the schools but at home 
and all her life. 

* Club life is not so much to the fore with 
us asin England. We have associations, but 
they are associations with a serious purpose, 
devoted to some needed reform or philan- 
thropy, and not at all like your clubs, which 
meet for purely social and literary recreation. 
In one thing we are superior, and that is the 
stand we take in political affairs. Wherever 
woman’s influence is most felt—and you know 
woman's influence can be very much felt, for 
we have every franchise but the Parliamenta- 
ry vote, and we have powerful organizations 
that influence that more than a_ little—there 
politics are purer and cleaner than would 
otherwise be the case, Even women of bad 
character themselves vote for the better type 
of man as a candidate. As one poor disrepu- 
table woman said: ‘I know too much about 
bad men to want to see them in office.’

Tabbies of Rare Pedigree Mewed and 
Purred for Prizes in Luxurious Cages. 
A wonderful cat show, the climax of a quar- 
ter of a century of other cat shows, has just 
been held at the Crystal Palace in London. 
A noble six hundred of pedigreed tabbies al- 
ternately mewed agd purred in their hand- 
some cages, or, as they’are sometimes called, 


yy 
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catteries. It was the time of all times when, 
in very truth, a cat could look at a king, since 
the high and a md of the land filed daily by 
their cages. wenty-five years ago, at the 
original feline competition, the problem was 


how to get enough cats together to even fill 
the classes, and it was a still greater task to 
et people to look at the collection seriously. 

his is scarcely to be wondered at, since a 
large number of the animals shown were the 
every-day mousers who were kept about the 
building for use rather than ornament. 

Indeed, a certain thrifty pigeon fancier used 
to relate with great glee that he borrowed 
without permission a neighbor’s quondam 
white cat, washed her, very much against her 
will, and won a prize with her at the show. 
Small and dubious as_ the exhibition was, it 
was &@ great success, and the cat show at once 
became an annual feature of the Crystal Pal- 
ace program. From the few entries for the 
first competition the number has incréased to 
the present showing of over 600 animals. 

Of all these noble tabbies not one is men- 
tioned as belonging to a man. The women go 
into feline cultivation with energy and en- 
thusiasm, as is shown by : the fact that one 
woman exhibited no fewer than twenty-one 
animals, while another displayed a round two 
dozen. Imagine the delights of living in the
